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EXPORTS OF NAPHTHA. 


The arrival of a cargo of naphtha at 
Philadelphia about two months ago 
gave opportunity for many sensational 
articles about the decrease in the home 
production of this product and the ad- 
vancing price, with speculations as to 
probable scarcity. The facts relating 
to this importation of naphtha from the 
Far East were given by the Reporter 
at the time and further comment was 
not deemed necessary, but during the 
past fortnight other articles have ap- 
peared which have alluded to this im- 
portation as evidence of the decreasing 
production of the lighter products of 
petroleum in the United States and 

_ as marking the decadence of our export 
trade in this article. The claim so fre- 
quently made of late that denaturized 
alcohol would prove a cheaper fuel 
than naphtha for motor’ vehicles, 
launches, etc., doubtless prompted the 
writing of these articles and claim of 
necessity for anticipating a shortage in 
the supply of naphtha of domestic pro- 
duction. A statement of facts in this 
connection may therefore prove of in- 
terest and possibly allay the fears of 
those who believe the supply of naph- 
tha is likely soon to become exhausted. 
The production of the lighter products 
of petroleum, that is, all the prod- 
ucts lighter than illuminating oil, in- 
cluding benzine, naphtha, gasoline, etc., 
has never been larger than during the 
past year, notwithstanding the fact 
that the production of the higher 
grades of crude oil has decreased. Nor 
is there any likelihood of a decrease in 
the production, as the high grades of 
oil are not relied upon to supply these 
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products, all grades of crude oil, from 


whatever source, containing a larger or 


smaller percentage of the more volatile 
elements, and consequently as the total 
production of crude oil in the United 
States is increasing, the supply of the 
lighter products may be expected to in- 
crease. Nor is the assertion of decreas- 
ing exports of these products any 
nearer the truth. The official report of 
the exports of naphtha during the year 
1905 shows total shipments of nearly 
27,000,000 gallons, while during 1904 they 
amounted to about 23,000,000 gallons. 
During the month of January of the 
present year the exports amounted to 
17,700,000 gallons, while during the same 
month last year they amounted to a lit- 
tle over 16,000,000 gallons, Certainly this 
does not indicate a decadence of our ex- 
port trade in these products. Nor does 
the arrival of a single cargo of naphtha 
from Sumatra prove the necessity 


for further importations. The state- 
ments of important advances. in 
the price of naphtha in the local 


markets have more foundation, but are 
nevertheless “exaggerated and mislead- 
ing. It is unquestionably true that 
owners of motor vehicles have been 
compelled to pay higher prices for 
gasoline, and, as has_ been asserted, 
double the price they paid but three 
months ago. But this has not been due 
to a corresponding advance in whole- 
Sale prices. The retail dealers and 
those who make a business of supply- 
ing automobiles have taken advantage 
of existing conditions to exact exorbit- 
ant prices, they paying but little more 
than they did three or even six months 
ago. The consumption of gasoline for 
this purpose has increased to very 
large proportions and those who sup- 
ply the article have been reaping a rich 
harvest, especially in districts remote 
from the commercial centers. It is true, 
they have been obliged in some cases 
to secure licenses and submit to what 
appears to them to be oppressive and 
unnecessary regulations governing the 
storage of gasoline, which they claim 
makes necessary the exaction of the 
exorbitant prices, but the prices men- 
tioned as having been demanded in 
some cases are exorbitant and out of 
all just proportion to the. risks in- 
curred and the expense attendant upon 
the business. 
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PARIS GREEN STILL UNSET- 
TLED. 


Conditions governing the market for 
Paris green continue unfavorable and 
the unsettled tendency to prices for 
arsenic, which remains scarce on the 
spot, is holding manufacturers of 
Paris green in check from booking or- 
ders for forward delivery at a specified 
price. Orders are still being booked 
subject to market price to be named on 
the day of delivery. Asa result of this 
buyers are minus the usual protection 
heretofore afforded to them by the 
manufacturers, and consequently busi- 
ness continues to suffer. No improve- 
ment can be expected until the market 
for the raw material becomes settled, 
From all indications a shortage in the 
available supply of Paris green is prob- 
able, owing to the curtailment in the 
production. It is pointed out that with 
a normal demand the shortage in the 
supply of Paris green will amount to 
fully twenty-five per cent. The aver- 
age consumption is approximately one 
thousand five hundred tons per annum, 
of which not over one per cent. is con- 
sumed in the manufacture of paints. 

Much interest is being manifested by

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THE WINDOW GLASS OUTLOOK. 


Notwithstanding the failure of the 
movement by the president of the Amal- 
gamated Window Glass Workers to get 
manufacturers of machine and hand- 
made glass to co-operate and shut down 
their plants over the summer months, 
the outlook for window glass is not 
discouraging and prices remain firm in 
the face of the heavy production, with 
indications of a probable advance in 
the near future. Jobbers and consum- 
ers here have been carrying light 
stocks, and although the demand from 
consumers is moderate, prices are be- 
ing firmly maintained. Several large 
manufacturers have refused to book or- 
ders owing to their stocks of glass hav- 
ing been materially reduced because 
of the cold weather, which cut off their 
gas supply. In the event of addi- 
tional hand-made glass factories go- 
ing out of blast because of the low 
prices obtained by the manufacturers 
singe the opening of the year, a ma- 
terial reduction in the production is 
looked for. The activity in the build- 
ing trades throughout the country ow- 
ing to the mild winter, and the plans 
filed for new buildings which show an 
increase of over fifty per cent. com- 
pared with the same time of last year, 
will materially stimulate the demand 
for window glass, and bids well to ex- 
ceed the demand of last year. It is es- 
timated that the consumption will be 
approximately nine and one-quarter 
milions to nine and one-half millions 
boxes of glass during this year.

The Suit Against the Standard 
Oil Co et. al. 


On Monday of last week the Supreme 
Court of Missouri decided that Secre- 
tary Adams, of the Waters-Pierce Oil 
Co., must answer questions regarding 
stock ownership asked by Attorney- 
General Hadley, and also that he must 
produce the company’s stock books, all 
of which he on the advice of counsel 
refused to do, and because of this re- 
fusal the Supreme Court was appealed 
to to compel the witness to furnish the 
information. 

After the decision was reached, At- 
torney-General Hadley instructed his 
New York representative, Henry Woll- 
man, Esq., to present the decision to 
Judge Gildersleeve and to ask for an 
order compelling H. H. Rogers to an- 
swer the questions that Attorney-Gen- 
eral Hadley had put to him during the 
inquiries held in New York last Janu- 
ary. But nothing can be done until 
a certified copy of the decision is re- 
ceived in this city, which Mr, Wollman 
stated to a representative of the Re- 
porter is expected on Monday, and on 
that day he will present the decision 
of the Supreme Court of Missouri to 
Judge Gildersleeve. Mr. Wollman stated 
that there was no doubt whatever that 
the judge would sign an order directing 
Mr. Rogers to answer Attorney-General 
Hadley’s questions. 

The taking of testimony will be re- 
sumed in this city on the fifteenth.

A New Project in the Petroleum 


Industry. 


The United States Steamship Com- 
pany was incorporated last Tuesday, 
Feb. 27, with $1,000,000 capital. The 
company is said to be affiliated with 
the Union Oil Company of California, 
and it is reported that it has pur- 
chased the steamships Minnetonka and 
Minnewaska, which were previously 
used for the oil trade on the Great 
Lakes. It has been stated that the 
company will use these and other ves- 
sels in the oil trade on the Atlantic 
and Pacific between Western and 











Eastern ports and the Isthmus of Pan- 
ama. The plan is to carry the oil from 
San Francisco and other Pacific ports 
to Panama, from which point the oil 








will be pumped acrdss the Isthmus to 
Colon, where it will be placed into 
other steamers, which will carry it to 
Philadelphia, Boston and other ports. 
In last Monday’s issue of the Report- 
er, under the caption ‘‘Petroleum Pipe 
Line Across the Isthmus of Panama,” 
a full account was given of the inquiry 
by the Senate Committee on Inter- 
Oceanic Canals into the matter of the 
license recently granted the Union Oil 
Company of California. The matter of 
the pipe line license issued to the Union 
Oil Company of California was brought 
to the committee’s attention through 
complaints that competitors who de- 
‘sired similar privileges were not ac- 
corded them, and that the license was 
granted by the Isthmian Canal Com- 
mission without bids or advertisement 
and without specific authority of law. 
As the basis for the inquiry Senator 
Morgan put into the record the text of 
the license that has been issued to 
the Union Oil Company of California, 
which has not heretofore been made 
public.

West Drug Co., at Broadway and Clark 
avenue, as soon as an invoice now in pro- 
gress is taken. will he moved into the 
establishment of the J. S. Merrell Drug 
Co., at Fourth and Market streets. 

A circular notice. signed by C. P. Wal- 
bridge and G. H. West. urging patronage 
for the J. S. Merrell Drug Co.. from the 
customers of the retiring drug house was 
sent ont to the drug trade on the evening 
that the sale was closed, 

The negotiations between the two com- 
panies were of the most friendly char- 
acter. S&S T. G. Smith, attorney for the 
Moffitt-West Drug Co.. made the offer for 
the sale to President Waleridge. of the J. 
S. Merrell Drug Co... and the matter was 
taken vnder advisement by that gentle- 
man. The hest of feeling prevailed he- 
tween the officers of both companies. 

President Walbridge says that it is the 
intention of the J. S. Merrell Drug Co. 
to retain as many of the emploves, num- 
bering about 125 persons. 100 being house 
employes and 25 traveling men, of the 
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Moffitt-West Drug Co. as possible, al- 
though there was no agreement to that 
effect. A great many have already been 
engaged. None of the officers of the re- 
tiring company will go with the J. 8. 
Merrell Drug Co. 

No transfer of the capital stock of the 
Moffitt-West Drug Co. was made and the 
corporation will soon go into liquidation, 
under an agreement not to engage in the 
drug business in St. Louis again.

Drug Trade Section Meeting. 


A special meeting of the Drug Trade 
Section of the New York Board of 
Trade and Transportation was held on 
Monday of last week, to consider the 
bills now pending in the legislature 
of this State, affecting the interests of 
the drug trade. The committee on leg- 
islation reported a number of legisla- 
tive bills, but on most of these they 
recommended that no action should be 
taken, as they applied more particu- 
larly to the retail drug trade. 

It was decided to approve the bill in- 


troduced by Assemblyman Santee, 
known as assembly bill 291, which 
proposes to regulate the sale and 
handling of cocaine. One or two 
amendments to this bill were sug- 


gested, which will probably be incor- 
porated later. This measure will not 
apply to sales to jobbers, retail drug- 
gists, hospitals, colleges, scientific or 
public institutions, nor to manufac- 
turers of proprietary or pharmaceutal 
preparations if used in the manufac- 
ture of such preparations only. 

Most of the time was taken up in 
considering the bill introduced in the 
Senate by Senator Stevens and in the 
Assembly by Assemblyman Wain- 
wright.

Little Anti-Injunction Bill, 


Considerable interest is evidenced in 
the anti-injunction bill introduced by 
Representative John S. Little, of Ar- 
kansas. The features of the bill are 
familiar to our readers as the text has 
been printed in practically all the 
papers, who have made extended com- 
ments thereon, and very generally of 
a condemnatory character. As this 
matter is of interest to every em- 
ployer of labor Louis L. Drake, sec- 
retary of the National Paint, Oil and 
Varnish Association, has sent a cir- 
cular letter to every member of that 
organization inviting them to write to 
the Hon. John J. Jenkins, chairman of 
the House Judiciary Committee, at 
Washington, D. C., protesting against 
the enactment of such pernicious leg- 
islation, and also letters to other mem- 
bers of the committee and to members 
of Congress. Doubtless the members 
of the paint and allied trades, who 
are employers of labor, will appreciate 
Secretary Drake’s efforts in their be- 
half, especially in view of the fact that 
this movement against the bill did not 
originate with the association. Mr. 
Drake has been indefatigable in his ef- 
forts in behalf of the association and 
its membership and he has already ac- 
complished more than has any former 
secretary of the association. 
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Wholesale Drug Conditions. 


The following letter by J. W. Eng- 
land, a prominent consulting pharma- 
cist of Philadelphia, is in reply to a let- 
ter from the Smith, Kline & French Co., 
calling his attention to an article which 
appeared in the Reporter some time 
since, and which will doubtless be read 
with interest by all interested in the 
purity of drugs and the measures sup- 
posed to be taken by the government 
to insure the importation of drugs of 
approved quality. The letter will doubt- 
less prove a revelation to many:— 


A short time ago T received a note from 
you calling my attention _to an article in 
the Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter for Jan. 
29, entitled “The New York Health_De- 
partment Investigates Wholesale Drug 
Conditions,”’ and asked me to express an 
opinion upon the conditions found. After 
some delay I secured a copy of the jour- 
nal and have carefully read the report 
made. 

It should be especially noticed that the 
85 different drugs “sampled” during the 
investigation embraces such articles as 
aconite. belladonna, digitalis, saffron, 
rhubarb, lobelia, strophanthus, senna, cin- 
chona, licorice and larkspur. “In no in- 
stance was it found that the various sam- 
ples gathered from any one house were 
uniformly bad, both good and bad sam- 
ples being found in each house purchased 
from.” 

It should be noticed especially, also, that 
all the samples examined were of drugs 
imported from abroad, and in no instance, 
apparently, were home-grown drugs or 
home-made chemicals, or even imported 
chemiculs, examined, so that the alleged 
investigation was apparently a one-sided 
one, and did not reflect the actual condi- 
tions of the wholesale drug market in 
New York city. 

Now, if bad conditions exist in the New 
York ‘drug market, in the direction 
claimed, the party chiefly at fault is the 
Treasury Department of the United States 
Government, which, through its custom 
house, permits the entry into the country 
of the drugs mentioned. If the United 
States Government did its full duty in the 
examination of imported drugs. the qual- 
{ty could be controlled, and there could 
be no grounds for the criticism made bv 
the New York City Health Department. 
As C. H. LaWall once stated (‘‘Adul- 
terated Asafetida,”’ A. J. P. 1902, 395), the 
question is:—‘How does the poor asafetida 
get into New York and other markets, if 
the custom authorities of the port of 
Philadelphia are so strict as to reject it 
when below 50 ner cent., and when one 
can turn around and purchase elsewhere 
material which contains less soluble mat- 
ter than that rejected in Philadelvhia.” 

The thought occurred to me that possi- 
bly the lact of uniformity in the rulings 
of the different custom house authorities 
of the different ports might be due to the 
tack of sufficiently specific instructions 
from headquarters, so I wrote to the 
Treasurv Department at Washineton and 
asked them for a cony of the Custom’s 
Regulations of 1899, which T understand ifs 
the latest that has been issued, and also 
asked them the question as to whether. 
in their passing upon the quality of drugs 
in the different United States_ custom 
houses, they followed the U. S. P. stand- 
ard of 1900. or whether they followed the 
Ty. S. P. in existence at the time of the 
passage of the customs act. My reasons 
for asking this cuestions were:—That it 
run in my mind that some one made the 
statement at the Atlantic City meeting 
of the American Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion held last vear. that the New York 
Custom House followed the TY. S. P. of 
1840, and a few davs ago the drug insnec- 
tor of the Philadelphia Custor ~‘ouse 


























































































informed me that he followed the U. 8. 
P. of 1900. 

Since writing the above paragraph, I 
have 'phoned to Mr. M. I. Wilbert, of the 
German Hospital, of Philadelphia, and he 
tells me that it was he who made the 
above statement at Atlantic City? and the 
statement was in effect—that the customs 
regulations followed in the United States 
custom houses, so far as they relate to 
drugs, were passed in 1849 and were based 
on the U. 8. P. of 184, which issue was 
specrceey mentioned, as well, also, as 
the Dublin and London Pharmacopelas, 
both of which latter books have been out 
of print for over thirty years. 

It can readily be seen that if the dif- 
ferent custom houses follow. different 
issues of the Pharmacopeceia, radically dif- 
ferent rulings may be made at different 
ports, and what may be admitted at one 
port may not be admitted at another. 

This question has additional interest, 
because in an Ohio case last year (A. J. 
P. 1906, 77), a druggist was charged with 
the sale of an article that did not comply 
with the requirement of the then current 
(1890) Pharmacopeia, but did comply 
with the issue that was in use when the 
law was passed. A conviction was ob- 
tained, but a higher court set the verdict 
aside—on the ground that the U. 8S. P. 
mentioned in the act was the one in 
effect at the time the act was passed, and 
not an issue not in existence at the time, 
and of the existence of which the enacting 
body could have no knowledge. 

I notice, also, a dispatch to the Drug- 
ists Circular (November, 1905, 412), stat- 
ng that the Attorney-General of Illinois 
has given an opinion on the section of the 
Jllinois pharmacy law erating that ‘“‘The 
latest edition of the United States Phar- 
macopecela is hereby adopted as the stand- 
ard in determining the recognized tests _of 
identity and purity under this act.’”’ He 
decides that, as the law was passed in 
1901, it cannot be construed to apply to 
the new edition of the Pharmacopeceia, and 
that the Board of Pharmacy cannot prose- 
cute under it for adulterations. 

Now the question comes up:—Is_ the 
Treasury Department legally required to 
follow the U. 8. P. of 1840, which issue is 
5 nape re named in the act, or has it 
the option of following the current issue 
of the United States Pharmacopeia? 

It seems to me that this question opens 
up very interesting legal possibilities, and 
T shall await, with much interest, the 
promised decision on the question by the 
Treasury authorities.

Freight Rates on Advertising 


Matter. 


E. T. Trigg, chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Transportation and Classifi- 
cation of the National Paint, Oil and 
Varnish Association, has sent the fol- 
lowing letter to the members asking 
their assistance in an effort to secure 
a modification of the present freight 
rates on advertising matter:— 


Your Committee on Transportation and 
Classification ask your assistance and co- 
operation in an effort they are making to 
secure a modification of the present 
freight rates being charged on advertising 
matter. 

The grounds for our complaint are based 
on the injustice of the present rulings, 
which provide for practically 100 per cent. 
higher rates on advertising matter than 
on shipments of paint. 

This has already been explained to you 
through the reports of this committee, 
and we now ask that you use your in- 
fluence with your local freight officials to 
bring about the reduction which has been 
asked for. 

Paptication has been made in the name 
of this association to the Southern Classi- 
cation Committee, for a change in the 
ruling making same to read as follows:— 


“Printed advertising matter for free dis- 
tribution so receipted for, prepaid or guar- 
anteed and so receipted for, consisting of 
circulars, pamphlets, show cards, folders and 
including board signs and racks for display 
purposes in boxes, bundles or crates L. C. L. 
Fourth class.’’’ 


The same application has been’ made to 
the Official Classification Committee, ex- 
cept that third class has been asked for 
instead of fourth class as with the South- 
ern Committee. 

In explanation would say that the pres- 
ent classification on white lead paint in 
less than carloads in the Southern terri- 
tory is fourth class, in the official, third 
class, 

From this zou will see that we are only 
asking for the same classification on ad- 
vertising matter as is being charged at 
the present time on merchandise ship- 
ments covering goods so advertised. 

In taking it up with the local traffic 
officials, this committee earnestly requests 
that you do so in a vigorous manner, re- 
questing such officials to bring the matter 
to the attention of the proper parties in 
their own organization so that the matter 
may have careful consideration at the 
next meeting of the Classification Com- 
mittee governing the territory in which 
you are located. 

The committee also requests that you 
address a letter to Mr. P. McGovern, 
chairman, Southern Classification Com- 
mittee, Atlanta, Ga., if you are doing 
business in the Southern territory and a 
letter to Mr. C. E. Gill, chairman, Official 
Classification Committee, 143 Liberty 
street, New York city, if you are doing 
business in the official territory, stating 
that you are deeply interested in the ap- 

lication which has been made by the 

ransportation and Classification Com- 
mittee of the National Paint, Oil and Var- 
nish Association for a change in the 
classification on advertising matter and 
adding your own arguments to those we 
have already presented in the support of 
our request. 

In order that this committee may be 
pestes fully prior to the meetings of these 
wo committees, we request that you 
kindly send copies of such communica- 
tions as you may write on this subject to 
the chairman of this committee. 

In addition to the assistance we have 
asked for from you with the Southern and 
official classification committees, we also 
request that those members of this asso- 
ciation located in or doing business in the 
territory controlled by the Western Class- 
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ification Committee, use their influence 
with their local traffic officials toward the 
same end as referred to above. 

We are not asking that communica- 
tions be sent to the chairman of the 
Western Classification Committee for the 
reason that at_a meeting of the Western 
Classification Committee last month, this 
subject was docketed for their considera- 
tion and was not reported upon favorably. 

We do not accept this as final, on the 
other hand, we hope to bring every pres- 
sure within the power of the National 
Paint, Oil and Varnish Association, to 
bear on this committee in the hope that 
at their next meeting, five months hence, 
they will grant the revision asked for. 

Personal representation of your Trans- 
portation and _ Classification Committee 
was not thought advisable before the re- 
cent meeting of the Western Classification 
Committee on account of the meeting 
being held at a point so far distant from 
the committee members, namely, Los An- 
geles, Cal. 

As the next meeting of the Southern 
Classification Committee will be held 
March 5, it is particularly urgent that 
you should take immediate action. 

The meeting of the Official Classification 
Committee will be held a little later, but 
at just what date we have not yet been 
able to ascertain,

The Fred G. Clark Co. Freight 


Discrimination Case 


Washington, March 2, 1906. 


The Interstate Commerce Commission 
has decided that it cannot grant relief 
in the case of the Fred G. Clark Company 
and the Waverly Oil Works against the 
Lake Shore & Michigan Southern Railway 

ompany, the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company and other roads which were re- 
cently charged with discriminating in fa- 
vor of the Standard Oil Company. That 
the complaints in the case have a valid 
grievance is conceded by the Commission, 
but the conclusion is reached that Con- 
eress has not provided specific authority 
for granting the desired relief. The testi- 
mony in these cases was recently taken 
in Cleveland, New York and Washington 
and was fully reported in these columns. 

In these cases the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad Company. 
called the New Haven Company in the 
opinion. was the principal defendant. The 
New Haven Company refuses to make 
joint through rates on petroleum and its 
products from_ Cleveland, Ohio: Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., and other points in Pennsyl- 
vania and Ohio to points reached by its 
line in New England, and on all such 
traffic insists upon its local rates from 
junction points. The carrier does partici- 
pate in through rates to New England 
points on other traffic generally. 

In its opinion the Commission finds the 
following conclusions of fact:— 


‘1. The refusal of the New Haven Company 
to establish joint rates for the transportation 
of the products of netroleum from Cleveland 
Pittsburgh and corresponding territory {s unjust 
and unreasonable. : 

“2. The result of this refusal is to impose 
upon the transportation of the products of 
netroleum from these points to destinations in 
New Haven territory rates that are excessive. 
unjust and unreasonable 

“3. As a practical matter this course upon 
the part of the New Haven Comnany has in 
the past resulted in giving te the Standard Oil 
Company an actual monopoly of the sale of 
the products of petroleum in New Haven ter- 
ritory. While we cannot find that the present 
system was adopted at the solicitation of the 
Standard Oil company for the purpose of grant- 
ing it a preference. we do find that the offi- 
cials of the New Haven Comnany knew when 
the through tariffs were cancelled and the first 
distributing tariffs put into effect in 1896 that 
what was done would have this result: and 
thev have known ever since and do know that 
such has been and is the effect. They have 
been repeatedly apnlied to by shippers for 
through rates, but have refused to grant the 
same. 

‘“‘We have no means of determining whether 
the New Haven Comnany would have granted 
to other shinnpers the same rates which the 
Standard Company has enjoved in the rast: we 
find that to-dav it would. The mononolv which 
the Standard Company has enioved in the nast 
will not probably be as comonlete in the future 
for the reasons already stated. 

“The complainants often desire to make aun- 
tations on oil by telegraph, and in order to do 
this it is necessary for them to know the ex- 
act rate to destination. Their evidence tended 
to show that much delay had been experienced 
in obtaining a auotation of rates in New Haven 
territory. and it was claimed that the New 
Haven Company has purnosely obstructed the 
rivinge of such information for the purpose of 
discouraging shipments. 

“In order to determine the rate to a point 
upon the New Haven line it is,necessary to 
select the proper junction point and to ascer- 
tain the rate from there to destination. Car- 
riers in the West decline to be bound by pre- 
vious cuotations since the local rate unon the 
New Haven may have been changed, and insist 
unon obtaining that rate in each instance when 
the quotation is asked. ‘This necessitates a de- 
lay of two or three days and sometimes longer. 
but we think this is due to the method bv 
which the rates must be ascertained and not to 
any intentional obstruction upon the part of 
the New Haven Company.” 

Based on the facts as determined, the com- 
mission presents the following conclusions as 
to its powers under the present interstate com- 
merce law: 

“Puring the takine of the testimony a rep- 
resentative of the Waverly Oil Works stated 
that, in his opinion, the cost of transportation 
to the Standard Oil Company, through its pine- 


line and tank steamers to its distributing sta- | 


tions at Wilson Point and India Point, was 





one-half cent per gallon less than the ¢ost to 
his concern of transporting his product to a 
junction point with the New Haven road at the 
present rate of 23% cents. Being thereupon 
asked how, if petroleum products were sold on 
a margin of one-eighth of a cent per gallon, 
and if the Standard company could transport 
its product to the confines of New Haven ter- 
ritory for one-half cent per gallon less than 
the independent refiner, ne could expect to 
compete in that territory with the Standard 
company, his answer was that by giving per- 
sonal attention to his business he could refine 
petroleum cheaper than the trust; that he be- 
lieved the difference in cost of manufacture was 
sufficient to enable him to compete if he were 
given a just freight rate, and that in any 
event he was entitled to a fair chance. This 
expresses our own opinion of the situation. If 
the Standard Oil Company, by reason of its 
superior facilities of any sort, can lay oil down 
in New Haven territory for less than its com- 
petitors it should have the benefit of those ad- 
vantages, but it should not be given any ar- 
tificial advantage by the manipulation of rail- 
road tariffs. The sole duty of this commission 
is to inquire whether the rates complained of 
are lawful. 

“It is important to notice exactly the effect 
of this refusal upon the part of the New Haven 
Company to restore, As stated in the findings 
of fact, it simply operates to increase the cost 
of transporting the products of petroleum from 
Cleveland and Pittsburg points into New Haven 
territory by from 8 to 9 cents per hundred 
pounds. It should be further noticed that while 
the cost to the complainants is thus increased 
the New Haven company is not materially ben- 
efited. The revenues of that company are al- 
most exactly the same under the present sys- 
tem that they would be if this traffic moved by 
rail through the various junction points. The 
difference between the present rate and the 
through rate in that event would be borne by 
the railroads which carry the freight from the 
point of origin up to the junction point, and 
which are willing to accept this division in or- 
der to obtain the business. 

“Assuming that the Standard Oil Company, 
by reason of its superior facilities in the trans. 
portation of crude petroleum or the refined 
product, will in any event supply this territory, 
it must still be evident that the price which 
this company can and will exact depends upon 
the price which its competitors can make. 
Since their only method of transportation is by 
rail, it is further evident that the price which 
they can quote depends directly upon the rate. 
The attitude of the New Haven company in- 
creases that rate between 8 and 9 cents per 
hundred pounds, and therefore adds to the 
price which the independent refiner can name 
by that amount. In other words, the Standard 
Oil Company can charge for its product in this 
territory 8 cents a hundred pounds more t 
it could if the New Haven company accorded 
the same terms to this traffic which it gives to 
nearly all other kinds of traffic. We have seen 
that the Standard, Oil Company sells in this 
territory from 10, to 12,000 carloads per 
year. The minimum weight, according to the 
tariffs, is 40,000 pounds, but the actual weight 
is considerably more. It is safe to say that 
this company is able to obtain from the sale 
of that oil in this section from $300,000 to 
$400,000 a year more than it could if through 
rates were applied to this traffic. 

“It is said that the New Haven Company 
can handle this business at less expense under 
its present system of distribution than it could 
if the oil were received at various junction 
points from its rail connections, and the opin- 
ion has been expressed in the findings of fact 
that to some extent this is true. But in deter- 
mining the reasonableness of a rate the inter- 
est of the railway cannot be alone consulted; 
we must consider as well the interest of the 
general public. Every railroad company would 
find it somewhat to its advantage to receive 
any species of traffic in large quantities from 
a single shipper rather than in small lots from 
many. ‘To apply the doctrine for which the 
defendant contends in this case to the tariffs of 
this country would shut out the small operator 
of every sort and deliver the business of this 
land into the hands of the great combinations. 
We are agreed that these complainants, both 
in justice to themselves and in the interest of 
the public are entitled to reasonable rates upon 
this commodity, that the present rates are 
unreasonable and that we ought, if we have 
the authority, to make some order which will 
correct the wrong. 

“While the complainants experience some 
difficulty in ascertaining the through rate to 
points in New Haven territory and while that 
is an impediment to the conduct of their busi- 
ness, the real difficulty under which they labor 
arises from the fact that the rate is too high. 
The difficulty would be remedied if the de- 
fendants could be compelled in any way to 
publish and maintain rates which were rea- 
sonable, and one method of accomplishing this 
would be to require the carrier which brings 
the traffic from the point of origin to the junc- . 
tion point to maintain a proportional rate for 
that service equivalent to the division which 
it would receive from a joint through rate, and 
compelling the New Haven Company to put 
in effect rates from the junction point which 
were equivalent to the blanket rates which are 
now applied by it from Wilson Point and India 
Point. This would be perhaps on the whole the 
most just disposition of the matter, but this 
Commission has no authority whatever to 
make an order of that character, for it can 
neither prescribe a rate for the future nor 
determine the division of a through rate. 

“The complainants recognize this and do not 
invoke the exercise of any such power; they 
do urge that we have authority to compel this 
New Haven Company to accord to petroleum 
and its products the same system of joint 
rates which it applies to other commodities. 
We see no reason why the New Haven Com- 
nany should not accord to its territory the 
Boston rate in case of petroleum exactly as it 
does in case of other commodities and once 
more if we have the authority to compel it 
to do so we ought, in our opinion, to exercise 
that power. 

“The complainants insist that the Commis- 
sion may in this instance issue an order 
against the New Haven Company to cease and 
desist from its refusal to make through rates 
and rely upon Interstate Commerce Com. v. 
Cincinnati, New Orleans & Texas Pacific Rail- 
way, 162 U. S. 184, 40 L. ed. 935, 5 Inters. 
Com. Rep. 391, 16 Sup. Ct. Rep. 700, known 
as the Special Circle case. The facts were 
these:—The complainants were manufacturers 
and shippers of carriages from Cincinnati, Ohio, 
to Atlanta, Social Circle and Augusta, Georgia. 
This traffic passed from Cincinnati to Chatta- 
nooga over one line of railroad, from Chatta- 
nooga to Atlanta over another and from 
Atlanta to Augusta over a third, the Georgia 
Railroad. Social Circle was a few miles east 
of Atlanta and between Atlanta and Augusta, 
so that this traffic in reaching Augusta by this 
line went through Social Circle, and the com- 
plaint was that the rate charged to Social Cir- 
cle was higher than the rate to Augusta, in 
violation of section four. 

“It appears that these three lines of railway 
had established a through rate and joined in 
the publication of a through tariff from Cin- 
cinnati to Augusta for the carriage of this 
traffic, and that this through rate was divided 
between them in arbitrary proportions, the 
share of each being less than its charge for the 
corresponding local service. In case of traffic 
destined to Social Circle, the Georgia 
Railway did not file joint rates and de- 
clined to recognize through bills of lad- 
ing. Its rate charged was the local rate from 
Atlanta to Social Circle, and it insisted 
that this business, being entirely within the 
State of Georgia, was not subject to the act

Spot parcels of im- 
ported are meeting with the usual con- 
suming demand at 90c, and upward 
per 100 lbs., according to quality, quan- 
tity and terms of sale, 

WHITING.—Deliveries on contracts 
are increasing and additional new or- 
ders for carload lots are being booked 
at the quoted range of prices. Jobbing 
lots are in better request. Manufac- 
turers are busily engaged in filling or- 
ders and: in most instances their output 
for the year is practically all sold up. 
As near as could be learned only two 
prominent whiting manufacturers here 
have agreed to work in harmony and 
to maintain prices during the year, 
while several other large manufactur- 
ers will work independently, they hav- 
ing refused to enter into an agreement 
to maintain prices.

Window Glass. 


The demand from local consumers 
continues quiet, as is usual at this time 
of the year, and jobbers report small 
hand-to-mouth _ sales. Manufacturers 
are firmer in their views on prices, due 
to the cold weather restricting their 
gas supply, and thus served to mate- 
rially reduce their production. The lat- 
ter refuse to book further orders for 
account of jobbers here and will only 
do so subject to prices to be named 
on day of delivery. It is believed that 
most hand-made glass factories will 
be closed early this season, as manu- 
facturers are not inclined to produce 
glass at a loss. In the advent of an 
early closing of the plants higher 
prices are looked for. Trade in plate 
glass has been fairly good, consider- 
ing the time of the season. Advices 
from Pittsburgh note that all of the in- 
dependent plate glass manufacturers 
from various sections of the United 
States held a meeting at Pittsburgh 
and thoroughly discussed the plate 
glass trade situation. Plans were ar- 
ranged for a definite agreement on a 
permanent schedule of prices and bring 
all of the manufacturers into a strong 
organization. No definite action was 
taken. Former prices on plate glass 
were re-affirmed,

The Kentucky Petroleum Fields. 


Barbourville, March 1, 1906. 


Unusual activit marked February 
operations in the Kentucky oil fields. The 
two or three Tennessee divisions in which 
drilling was conducted show better results 
than usual, The pleasant weather pre- 
vailing throughout the month resulted in 
many new rigs being started, and the dry- 
ing out of the roads enabled several rigs 
to be taken into wildcat territory. But a 
very small part of the Kentucky-Ten- 
nessee field is in touch with railroad fa- 
cilities, and the condition of the a ge 
always figures to a great extent in the 
showing of the field. Unlike January 
operations, few gushers were developed 
last month in the Kentucky-Tennessee 
fields. However the most encouraging 
feature was the showing made by several 
of the smaller fields, which are just be- 
ginning to awaken from a season of in- 
activity. 

Completions altogether during the 
month numbered fifty-seven. Of these 
seven were of the non-productive variety 
and several were in wildcat fields, not 
yet connected with the pipe lines. The 
aggregate new production was 953 bbls. 

Wayne county still leads in activity, the 
aggregate number of strikes last month 
reaching twenty. Six dusters were drilled 
in that field. The aggregate new produc- 
tion is close to 650 bbis. he new produc- 
tion per well is smaller than usual, Few 
large strikes were developed during the 
month, the best doing but 7 bbls. This 
completion was made last week, in the 
Mt. Pisgah division, 

Wolfe county, the deep sand field of 
upper Kentucky, contributed thirteen new 
strikes, one dry and a new production 
close to 200 bbls. One producer doing 50 
bbls, was encountered during’ the 
month, but otherwise developments were 
of the routine order, no extensions being 
proven, and the average new production 
varying very little from that of the pre- 
ceding month,

while Knott county furnished two comple- 
tions, with a production of 30 bbls. The 
Floyd-Knott development will undergo 
expansion during the spring. The Bath- 
Rowan field, the heavy-grade oil division 
of Kentucky, was: the center of a little 
activity, two completions making 15 bbls. 
turning up. Two strikes were made in 
Whitley county, the combined production 
being 30 bbls. 

In Tennessee a little was accomplished 
in Fentriss county, one strike, good for 25 
bbis., and one duster appearing in the 
Poplar Cove region. Some wildcat work 
has been started in Putnam county, but 
nothing has yet resulted. 

In Kentucky a wildcat strike in Bracken 
county shows a fair production. New 
work is under way. One wildcat strike 
was made in Adair county. 

The regular spring campaign of drilling 
has begun and were it not for the low 
price of oil drilling would extend to many 
sections which attracted attention last 
year, but in which nothing has been ac- 
complished during the winter. Notwith- 
standing this feature the drill will shortly 
resume work in Knox, Estill and Barren 
counties, flelds which are marketing oil 
but where no new wells have been drilled 
for several months. Several deals have 
lately been made in all three fields. Some 
new wildeat work will also be undertaken 
duripg the coming month, rigs already be- 
ing located in Hart county, Kentucky, and 
Sumner county, Tennessee. 

Oil prices in the Kentucky-Tennessee 
field have undergone no changes for sev- 
eral months. The better grade now com- 
mands 89c. per bbl., while 55c. is paid for 
the inferior oil, limited to the Bath-Rowan 
field. In lower Kentucky, 92c. per bbl. is 
paid for the better grade by the Indian 
Asphalt Co. Beyond this the Standard 
has no competition,

The Pure Drugs Bills. 
Washington, March 2, 1906. 

The Heyburn pure food and drug bill, 
which passed the Senate last week after 
being amended in important particulars, 
is now before the House Committee on 
Interstate and Foreign Commerce, where 
it 1s receiving very careful scrutiny. This 
Committee also has before it the Hepburn 
bill upon which hearings are being given, 
and it is the best opinion here that the 
House bill will be reported as a substitute 
for the Senate measure in the course of 
the next fortnight. The differences be- 
tween the two measures, therefore, will 
be relegated to a Conference Committee 
for final harmonizing. 

The action of the Senate in passing the 
Heyburn bill with but four negative votes 
should be ample warning to the drug 
trade to be up and doing in order that 
this measure, containing a most obnox- 
ious definition of the term ‘‘drug,”’ shall 
not be accepted by the Conference Com- 
mittee because of the ignorance of its 
members as to the practice al operation of 
the proposed law. The Legislative Com- 
mittee of the National Wholesale Drug- 
gists’ Association, especially, should take 
prompt steps to emphasize the position of 
the trade with regard to the drug defini- 
tion of the Heyburn bill, which covers not 
only ‘all medicines and preparations rec- 
ognized in the United States Pharma- 
copoeia or National Formulary for in- 
ternal and external use,’’ but also “any 
substance intended to be used for the 
cure, mitigation or prevention of disease.”’ 
Under the Heyburn bill wholesalers and 
retailers alike would be liable to prosecu- 
tion for carrying goods which might be 
held by the courts to be not “up to the 
standard,”’ although the trade would have 
no means of knowing what such standard 
might be. 

The most important amendments to the 
Heyburn bill were incorporated in Section 
9, which embodied definitions of adultera- 
tion and misbranding. The portion of 
the section relating to drugs in the bill 
as passed is as follows, the added amend- 
ments being indicated by capitals:— 

‘Sec. 9. That for the purpose of this act 
any article shall be deemed to be adulterated:— 

“In case of drugs: 

“First. If, when a drug is under or by a 
name recognized in the United States Phar 
macopoeia or National Formulary, it differs 
from the standard of strength, quality or 
purity, as determined by the test laid down in 
the United States Pharmacopoeia or National

“Inasmuch as we of necessity went to those 
sources for information in framing a measure 
of this kind, I assume the National Medical As- 
sociation, the National Association of Drug- 
gists, the national association of both schools 
of medicine having analyzed that provision 
that there must be a plain and easy solution of 
the matter. I doubt if, outside of the Senator 
from New Hampshire, who is learned in the 
science of medicine, there is a member of this 
body.who could analyze.”’

The Senator does not require them, 
in another provision of the bill, to disclose their 
formulae. I think a bill passed one branch of 
the New Hampshire Legislature last winter re- 
quiring them to do that thing. It did not be- 
come a law. There is a great deal of conten- 
tion in certain quarters that they ought to do

“I confess,’’ said Senator Heyburn, ‘I am 
curious to know what the patent medicine peo- 
ple will say on behalf of their nostrums. I 
have the same degree of curiosity as that ex- 
pressed by the Senator. I will await with much

interest the declaration these gentlemen 
make on behalf of their admixtures.’ 


Senator McCumber then proceeded to 
explain the feature of the bill exempting 
from its provisions drugs of special 
strength. He said:— 


“An important provision of this bill stipu- 
lates that ‘if when a drug is sold under or by 
a name recognized in the United States Phar- 
macopoeia or National Formulary it differs 
from the standard of strength, quality, 
purity, as determined by the test laid down 
in the United States Pharmacopoeia or Na- 
tional Formulary official at the time of inves- 
tigation.’ 

‘Now, there the old bill stopped. Parke, 
Davis & Co., manufacturers of drugs, had a 
representative before the Committee on Manu- 
factures, and they asked that the provision 
be. modified for this reason: They said: 

‘““*We "are manufacturing ‘articles which of 
are not under standard of the Pharma- 
copoeia, but are of half standard and one- 
third. But we state it upon the vessels or the 
containers, and we wish to insert that so that 
with 


or

We can manufacture the same articles 
half the strength or quarter strength.’ 

“And therefore they had inserted this 
vision: ‘ 

‘**That no drug shall be deemed to be adul- 
terated under this provision if the standard 
of strength, quality, or purity be plainly stated 
upon the bottle, box, or other container there- 
of, although such standard may differ from 
that determined by the test laid down in the 
United States Pharmacopoeia.’ ’’ 


At this juncture Senator Hemenway, of In- 
diana, submitted an amendment inserting in 
the second subdivision of the definition of mis- 
branded drugs the words, ‘‘existence or non- 
existence, or the amount or purity of any in- 
gredient or substance,’’ to make the 
clause read as follows:— 

“That such drug shall be deemed to be mis- 
branded: 


pro-

. . * > 

“Second. If the package containing it, or 
its label, shall bear any statement regarding 
the existence or non-existence or the amount 
or purity of any ingredient or substance con- 
tained therein, which statement shall be false 
or misleading in any particular, or if the same 
is falsely branded as to the country, State, 
or Territory, or place therein, in which it is 
manufactured or produced, or if the contents 
of the original package shall have been re- 
moved, in whole or in part, and other con- 
tents shall have been placed in such pack- 
age.”’ 

As bearing upon the necessity for this 
amendment, Mr. Hemenway had the Sec- 
retary of the Senate read the following 
letter addressed to him by a constituent 
engaged in the manufacture of proprie- 
tary medicines:— 


“Every honest man is opposed to the adul- 
teration or false labeling of drugs; but this 
bill, in the definition of the term ‘misbranded,’ 
as epplicable to drugs, goes much beyond that 
purpose. 

“Section 9 provides, among other things, 
that a drug shall be deemed to be misbrand- 
ed— 

‘* ‘Tf the package containing it, or its label, 
shall bear any statement regarding the in- 
gredients or the substances contained therein 
which statement shall be false or misleading 
in any particular.’ 

“This covers very much more than misbrand- 
ing or false labeling as commonly understood. 
Carried to its full length it means that the 
Federal Government, under the guise of regu- 
lating interstate commerce, is to take up and 
settle by its chemical experts and in the Fed- 
eral courts a class of questions about which 
medical men and schools of medicine have 
been at war for generations. If it is desirable 
that questions concerning the curative prop- 
erties of drugs should be settled by process 
of law, it would seem to be a question for 
the States rather than for the Federal Gov- 
ernment, 

“The slight change of phraseology proposed 
by your amendment makes the definition of 
the term ‘misbranded’ more specific, and ex- 
cludes the implication that statements made 
in good faith regarding the therapeutic quali- 
ties of medicine or its ingredients can be 


know whether or not that would be good legis- 
lation. But this bill specifically excludes them 


made the basis for denying the right to 
transport such drugs from State to State. 

‘“‘Manufacturers have had no_ opportunity 
whatever for a hearing upon this or other 
questons before the honorable committee at the 
present session of the Senate; but at the hear- 
ing before the honorable committee during 
the second session of the last Congress this 
question was discussed, and the honorable 
chairman of the committee, in explaining some 
of the purposes of the bill, said:— 

““‘T have a very good illustration right here 
in my hand. -Here fs a bottle marked ‘‘Pepto 
Mangan.’’ It say “Does not affect the 
teeth.’’ There is a statement ae to the truth 
of which the purchaser is entitled to know. 
This bill provides that if that statement is un- 
true it shall be a contraband article, What ob- 
jection is there to it, supposing it does affect 
the teeth?’’’ 


“And again:— 
‘© *We will take Glyeo Thymoline. There are 


a good many things stated upon this package. 
The purchaser takes the statement to be true. 
It estates what the medicine will do. Suppose 
that statement is untrue. Then the article be- 
comes contraband under this proposed law. 
Should it not be so?’ (See Senate Report No. 
1209, pp. 97 and 98.) 

‘“‘We are bound to assume that the Iinterpre- 
tation of the provisions and the purposes of 
the bill by the honorable chairman of the com- 
mittee is correct. 

“T am sure that a determination on the part 
of the Federal Government to take up and 
settle questions of this character in connection 
with interstate commerce would precipitate end 
leas controversies in all parts of the country. 
Prosecutions would be inaugurated by the Ag- 
ricultural Department, and as these prosecu- 
tions might be based in many cases upon medi 
cal questions upon which different men enter- 
tain different beliefs, it, would become a mat- 
ter of vital importance in some cases as to 
what school of medicine controlled the Govern- 
ment Department having the subject in charge. 

“TI very earnestly hope that your proposed 
amendment, or something equivalent, will be 
adopted, so that no drug shall be deemed to be 
‘misbranded’ under this bill by reason of any 
statement made in good faith relating solely to 
the medicinal properties of the drug or its in- 
gredients.”’ 

Continuing, Mr. Hemenway said:— 

“Tf understand that Glyco Thymoline is a 
standard medicine used in many families for 
many years. Suppose some one in a family 
comes up and says:—‘Here is a statement that 
this medicine will do things which it will not 
do.’ Who determined the question—the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture?’ 

“The patient.’’ replied Senator Heyburn. 

“So one patient,’’ said Senator Hemenway, 
‘‘will determine that this medicine will not do 
what it is recommended it will do by the label 
on the bottle. Then it immediately becomes 
contraband. Am I right about it? If I am 
right about it, does the Senator think that is a 
proper provision to have in the bill, and does 
he not think my amendment, if it cures the 
defect, ought to be adopted?”’ 

“The medicine becomes contraband,”’ replied 
Senator Heyburn, ‘‘not because of the quality 
of the medicine, but because the manufacturer 
has made an untrue statement. It is the label 
and not the medicine which makes it contra- 
band.’’ 

‘“‘But does not the Senator recognize the fact 
that a medicine which has cured a hundred 
persons might not cure the hundred and first?’’ 
insisted Senator Hemenway. ‘‘Then if that per- 
son is not cured and he goes to the Secretary of 
Agriculture and proves that it did not cure 
him, the article becomes contraband?” 

‘"Yes,’" replied Senator Heyburn. ‘‘Let the 
manufacturer say:—‘This is a remedy for it,’ or 
‘It will cure in some cases;’ that is all. He 
can relieve himself of the pains and penalties 
of this statute by telling the truth about his 
medicines."’ ” 

‘“Then,’’ suggested Senator Hemenway, ‘“‘in 
the sale of thie medicine, which I suppose hun- 
dreds of mothers all over the country have on 
hand to cure the throat troubles of their chil- 
dren, you would have him say upon the bottle, 
in place of ‘this medicine being a cure for these 
diseases,’ that ‘in some cases it will cure.’ *’ 

“T would say it was a medicine for the pur- 
pose of curing these diseaees,’’ replied Senator 
Heyburn. ‘‘How can any man defend the 
claimed right of a party to tell an untruth to 
an unsuspecting public about a medicine sold 
on the general market? Let me say to the 
Senator that this very medicine, Glyco Thymo- 
line, has been shown to be of every possible 
grade of impurity from the merest imposture 
and imitation up to the pure article. Innumer- 
able analvses have been made by chemists of 
thie city.’ 

“TI say in return,’’ retorted Senator Hemen- 
way, ‘“‘that the Senator from New Hampshire, 
Mr. Gallinger, a distinguished physician. ad- 
vises me that it is being used tn his family 
and has been used for years and is being used 
now. That cannot but result on this bill, un- 
lese my amendment goes on, that we shall 
have constant discussion throuch the courts as 
to whether or not the particular remedy will 
cure the particular disease. 

‘Now, take No. 77, I believe, the sugar pills 
that we get. They say that they will cure 
grip. They will cure grip in many cases. 
In other cases they do not cure it. Then in 
the case where they do not cure it the gent'e- 
man goes to the courte and proves that this 
medicine does not cure grip and it becomes 
contraband. 

“That is a condition of affairs which ought 
not to be brought about by this bill. When 
we reach the evil by making them state fair'y 
and honestly and truthfully what their medi- 
cine contains: that is, the existence or non- 
existence or the amount of purity of any in 
eredient or substance. and make them state 
it truthfullv. have we not gone far enouch 
without allowire them to go to the courts to 
determine whether or not a particular medi- 
cine will evre a particular disease?’ 

Senator Heyburn inefsted that the bill did not 
reauire the manufacturers to state anything 
affirmatively, but simply provided against mis- 
statements. 

After further discussion of this provision of 
the bill. Senator McCumber made the following 
suggestion:— 

“If the Senator from Indiana wishes to make 
the bill absolutely certain to have his conetruc- 
tion, it could be done by striking out the word 
‘regarding’ and inserting the words ‘as to its 
constituent,’ so as to read:— 

“Tf the package containing ft. or its label, 
shall bear any statement as to its constituent 
ineredients or the subetances contained therein.’ 

“That change can be made if there is anv 
auestion about it. T will frankly sav that T 
never thoueht of it in any other lieht. The 
Senator from Indiana aerees with me.”’ 


The amendment suggested bv Senator 
McCumber was at once accented by Sena- 
tor Hemenway as limiting the statements 
on labels or packages to the presence or 
absence of constituent ingredients or their 
degree of nurity, etc.. leaving the question 
of the efficacy of the medicine entirely 
out of the calculation, Senator Gallinger 
made the following comment on the pro- 
posed amendment:— 

“I think the Senatér from North Dakota has 
solved the difficulty we have been struggling 
with The Senator from Indiana. sotto voce 
eonsnited me as to the two remediés mentioned 
in the testimony—Pepto Mangan and Glvyco 
Thvmoline. T said to the Senator that I knew 
rothine about Pepto Mangan, but I presumed 
there was some iron ifn it. because it says on 
the label it will not affect the teeth injuriously. 

‘It is pretty difficult to know wehther a 
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‘culiar idiosynerasy or.whose teeth were 


remedy will cure or kill. If doctors were re- 
quired to do what the Senator from Idaho sug- 
gested these remedies ought to be required to 
do, the medical profession would have a hard 
time of it. Patients have idiosyncrasies. One 
man can take a dose of strychnine in a very 
large quantity, while the thousandth part of a 
grain of strychnine would throw another man 
in convulsions. I have known just such cases. 
So we cannot hold physicians up to the stand- 
ard of always knewing what a remedy will do 
when it is administered. 

“So in reference to one of these advertised 
remedies. It might not affect the teeth in a 
thousand persons, and it might injuriously af- 
fect the teeth in another person who has a pe- 
com- 
posed of somewhat different materials from 
what they ought to be. 

“As to Glyco Thymoline, 
is used in families for sore throats 
class of cases, and I have never heard it 
called in question as being made of impure 
material, It may be that theré are some 
fraudulent imitations of it on the market. 


“The Senator was unfortunate. This con- 
troversy arose from what I think was an ill- 
considered observation on the part of the Sen- 
ator from Idaho during the hearing, in which 
he said, as it did affect the teeth of one per- 
son it might be ruled out as an article of com- 
merce. So with Glyco Thymoline, the Senator 
suggested that if the statement on the pack- 
age or the bottle was not found to be true that 
would likewise be contraband. The Senator, I 
think, in those suggestions went a little be- 
yond what he intended. I think the Senator 
from Idaho and the Senator from Indiana are 
aiming at precisely the same thing. I feel 
sure that the suggested amendment on the part 
of the Senator from North Dakota will cure 
the entirely difficulty, and I hope the Senator 
from Idaho will accept it.’’ 


Senator Heyburn then signified his will- 
ingness to accept the amendment, say- 


ing:— 
“T perhaps go further than the Senator from 
New Hampshire in regard to what the law 


it is a remedy that 
and that 
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should provide and what protection should be 
thrown about the people. I do not believe that 
any medicine that professes to be free from in- 
jurious properties to any organ of the body 
should be sold under an advertisement that is 
free from such injurious effect unless it is 
really so. The Senator from New Hampshire 
makes more allowance for the differences of 
physical conditions and circumstances than I 
do. I think that it is a question merely as to 
what interpretation would be put upon the 
law or what interpretation the Senator from 
New Hampshire or the Senator from Indiana 
would put upon the law. Were I sitting as a 
judge in this case I would perhaps hold these 
people to a stricter rule of responsibility and 
accountability’ than would the Senator from 
New Hampshire or the Senator from Indiana. 
“The suggested solution of interpolating the 
word ‘constituent’ before the word ‘ingredient’ 
is an innocent and harmless one. ‘Ingredient’ 
and ‘constituent elements’ are synonymous 
terms; they mean one and the same thing, and 
I should have no objection if the word ‘con- 
stituent’ is interpolated before the word ‘in 
gredient’ that the Senator from Indiana would 
withdraw the balance of his amendment. I 
certainly would not object to it, because if the 
word ‘ingredient’ is a strong word, then ‘con- 
stituent ingredient’ is a stronger term."’ 


With the amendments to the drug pro- 
vision as stated, the bill was subsequently 
passed. It is regarsen as worthy of note 
that, in spite of the efforts made by the 
drug trade to modify the definition of the 
term ‘‘drug,’’ this question was _ not 
brought up during the debate on the Hey- 
burn bill. This is probably accounted for 
by the fact that the trade relies upon the 
passage of the House bill, which is en- 
tirely satisfactory in this regard, and on 
the insistence of the House conferees 
upon a definition that will limit the term 
to medicines and preparations recognized 
in the United States Pharmacopoeia or 
National Formulary.

LINSEED.—The consumptive de- 
mand for oil is not important, possibly 
the trade may be disappointed in the 
spring requirements from the fact that 
we have been having spring trade, as 
it were, all the winter, and this may 
explain the slack in the demand for 
spot oil. Second hands who have had 
their March deliveries made promptly 
are selling their surplus stocks in a 
jobbing way at 39@40c., as to quantity 
and seller, City oil is in fair request 
at 42@43c. There is not much inquiry 
for futures, though the past day or so 
there has been rather more inquiry for 
tank oil for March-May delivery at 
Western points on the basis of 37c., 
which would be equivalent to about 39 
@39'¢c. in bbls. at this point, but owing 
to the scarcity of tank cars, the mills 
are not anxious sellers, especially in the 
present condition of the cake market, 
which, as one expressed it, “is on the 
blink.” A few single cars of State oil 
for March-May have been booked at 
39c., though 40c. is generally price 
quoted; in fact, some of the mills are 
not anxious for business, even at this 
figure, unless the demand for cake im- 
proves, possibly it may as soon as for- 
eign speculators have liquidated their 
holdings of high priced cake, which 
they have been doing the past few 
days. When this has been done, the 
situation may clear up, and be re-

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Examination of Cod Liver Oil and 
Other Fish Liver Oils.*

In the first part of this paper we gave 
full details of an examination of a num- 
ber of different kind of fish oils, and we 
now propose to add a short description of 
further experiments which we had not the 
opportunity of completing at that time. 
We then referred generally to the fact 
that the refractive power of fish oils was 
raised by oxidation, in contradistinction 
to the fall of the iodine value, but we have 
now completed the examination of two 
samples (A and B) of codliver oil (ren- 
dered by ourselves), and of a third sample 
(C) of commercial, but, we are informed, 
genuine codliver oil which had been kept 
for about three years in a bottle not quite

was a much smaller sample than the lat- 
The effect of oxidation is 
very pronounced in almost every par- 
ticular, the iodine value belig lowered, 
while the other constants showed’a de- 
cided rise. In the previous part of this 
paper we showed conclusively that the re- 
fractometer was of no value as an inde- 
pendent test of the genuineness of cod- 
iver oil, being in this respect inferior to 
the iodine value, and certainly not su- 
perior to the specific gravity. Here again 
it throws no fresh light on the effect of 
oxidation on codliver oil, being inferior to 
the iodine value and Reichert Wollny 
number, and not superior to the saponifi- 
cation value and the specific gravity. An 
examination of the figures for sample C 
will show how a wrong judgment might 
easily be given with regard to an oil, and 
also show the importance of taking into 
account all the constants which are of in- 
dependent value. The Reichert Wollny 
number alone, or in conjunction with the 
saponification value, would indicate the 
presence of a small proportion of such 
an oil as porpcine oil, but when the iodine 
value and specific gravity are critically 
examined in connection with these, the 
partially oxidized condition of the oi] be- 
comes almost a certainty, and its genuine- 
ness is practically established. But the 
question as to whether it is in a fit state 
for medicinal purposes, owing to its being 
rancid and unpalatable, is quite a different 
matter, and does not closely concern the 
analyst, whose duty ends when he has 
come to the conclusion that the oil is 
genuine. It may be thought that we have 
adopted a very low standard for the 
Reichert Wollny number (for 5 grams), as

Wollny number of fresh codliver oil is 
well under 1, but if partially oxidized, as 
in the case of sample B, it may rise above 
8, and still be genuine codliver oil. 

The color test with sulphuric acid was 
applied, and while it gave the character- 
istic reaction with the fresh oil, it only 
gave a brown color with the partially 
oxidized oil, and finally a black pasty 
mass was the result. With the modifica- 
tion of the German Pharmacopeeia only a 
red to brown color was produced. 

Since reading our former communication 
we have procured a specimen of undoubt- 
edly genuine and fresh seal oil. This was 
obtained from the blubber of a seal which 
was shot on the Ayrshire coast, and one 
of us saw the seal skinned, and obtained a 

art of the blubber within a couple of 
1ours after it had been killed. The oil 
was rendered from this within 64 hours in 
a@ manner similar to that which we pre- 
viously described, and at a temperature 
below 100 C. The oil was clear and almost 
water white, and had only a slight fishy 
odor. 

Immediately after the oil was rendered 
the color test with sulphuric acid was 
applied, when a distinct violet coloration 
was obtained both before and after stir- 
ring, and this gradually passed into red 
and finally brown or black. The reaction 
of sulphuric acid upon a solution of the 
oil in carbon bisulphide was also tried, and 
this also gave a distinct violet coloration 
changing to red. The fatty acids pre- 
pared from the oil, after removal of the 
unsaponifiable matter, was also subjected 
to these color tests, with the production of 
a violet color, which was more fugitive 
than in the case of the oil itself. In addi- 
tion to this the oil was examined after 
it had been kept in a well corked bottle 
for two months, and the color tests showed 
precisely as when the oil was quite fresh. 
In the first part of this paper we showed 
that the violet color with sulphuric acid 
was not confined to the fish liver oils, as 
was generally supposed, but that porpoise 
oil also answered to the test. The result 
of the tests just described clearly shows 
that seal oil, another blubber oil, also gives 
the violet reaction. This fact has evident- 
ly been observed independently, as Lew- 
kowitsch says ‘“‘that some blubber oils 
(perhaps due to an accidental admixture 
of liver oils) show the same reaction,” but 
this explanation is without foundation, as 
in the cases we have described there could 
not possibly be the slightest trace of liver 
oils present. 

The constants for the samples were 
next determined, within a few days after 
it had been rendered, and the following 
are the results which were obtained:—

these constants Spores: mate, 
rather, are identical with those of cod- 
liver oil. From the analysis alone, with- 
out attention to smell and taste, if this 
oil were submitted for analysis as a cod- 
liver oil, it would have to be reported as 
being genuine in this respect. We for- 
merly stated that the detection of small 
Brepoetions of seal oil in codliver oil was 
ifficult or impossible, but in view of these 
results, and with the color tests finally 
discredited, it would appear that seal oil 
could be added to codliver oil in almost 
any proportion with little or no danger of 
detection. 

There is another aspect of the question 
which is worth consideration and that is 
this—is codliver oil really superior to, and 
has it a ae medicinal value than the 
other fish oils? In our opinion this is very 
questionable, but as it is a medical ques- 
tion we cannot express any _ definite 
opinion upon it. Speaking generally, how- 
ever, we are inclined to think that cod- 
liver oil was accepted for medicinal pur- 
poses because it was more abundant than 
the others, and probably, also because it 
= rather more palatable than some of

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The Carnauba Tree. 


This pom tree grows in the States of 
Bahia, Pernambuco, Rio Grande del Norte, 
Piauhy, Ceara, Maranhao, and Matto 
Grosso. It is one of the most valuable 
penne with which Brazil has been favored 

y nature, not only on account of its re- 
sistance to the worst droughts and 
freshets, but also because of its use as 
food, medicine and material for manu- 
facturing. In Ceara there are owners of 
estates that have immense tracts of land 
with this most useful tree; they extract 
personally the wax. The Carnauberia 
merits the best attention of the govern- 
ment and of private individuals, especial- 
ly now that the cultivation of a number 
of articles is necessary, and it is impos- 
sible for one to understand why the ad- 
ministrations of the States of Algoas, Per- 
nambuco, Pararyba, Ceara, etc., have not 
endeavored to promote the cultivation of 
the carnauberia, and why the intendencias 
(municipalities) of the inland zones and 
of the “‘cutinga”’ (prairies) do not try to 
encourage the planting of this valuable 
tree. ere I shall merely mention the 
yecneipe! properties of the carnauberia. 

he trunk serves for supports; the small 
branches (palmito) are very savory; from 
the pedicle of the flower, before it is com- 
pletely unfolded, is extracted a sweet sap, 
which serves as a drink. This drink. 
when fermented, gives an alcoholic liquid, 
very agreeable to the taste and similar 
to wine. From the pith of the stem is ex- 
tracted a sediment, white in color, similar 
to sago. Its fruits, green, when boiled 
with iwater until softened, are eatable if 
heated with milk. During the droughts 
the cattle feed on the ripe fruit. The al- 
mond, ground up and boiled with water 
or milk, furnishes a mixture much liked

by the farmers; when roasted and ground 
they are used to infuse and substitute 
coftee. From the ashes of the root is ex- 
tracted a salt used for cooking and rich 
in chloride of soda and of potassium. The 
leaves are used to thatch houses and tu 
make baskets, fans, matting, brooms, 
hats, paper, etc. 

The wax is found in the greatest abun- 
dance on the inner side of tne new leaves 
in the form of a powder, scaly and in 
color ‘‘cinzenta amareliada’ (grayish yel- 
low). ‘Lo extract tne wax the leaves are 
cut and dried in the sun; afterward they 
are split and beaten with rods until it is 
thought that no more powder will come 
off. Lhe wax that remains with numerous 
fibres is purified, being only boiled, o1 
mixed with water and boiled; afterward it 
is put sin conical molds and allowed tu 
cool. The wax that has a yellow color and 
a lustre serves for the manufacture ot 
candles. During six months the leaves can 
be cut twice a month, cutting preferably 
the oldest, but always leaving some leave: 
on the tree so that it does not die. A 
good worker can cut about 1,500 leaves per 
day. it is calculated that 2,0W leaves tur- 
nish 16 kilos of wax. Ceara and Rio Grande 
dei Norte manufacture about 270,000 ar- 
robos of wax and consume about 89,000 
arrobos, exporting, therefore, about 181,- 
000. The wood of the trunk, fibrous ana 
very hard, is light and used with advan- 
tage in building, etc., in damp places, 

Carnauba wax was for some time in 
great demand (and may still be to-day), 
as it was the only one that served to re- 
tain the words impressed by the trans- 
mitting needle of the phonograph. A 
plant so useful that it resists the terrible 
droughts of Ceara, keeping its leaves al- 
ways green, should: be cultivated on a 
very large scale, promoting its culture by 
the distribution of seeds, roots and prem- 
iums to those who cultivate a certain 
number. The root of the carnauberia also 
is medicinal and looks like that of the 
‘japeganga,’’ and, like the roots of this 
pliant, is used for diseases of the skin, etc. 
Boil 60 grams of the root in one liter of 
water and give three to four small glass- 
fuls per day. There is extracted from the 
roots a watery extract, very reddish, and 
used in the diseases stated above, dose of 
1 to 2 decigrams three times a day.—Diario 
de Pernambuco,

SPIRITS OF TURPENTINE.—Trade, 
generally speaking, has been dull, and 
no first hand sales or parcels in other 
positions could be traced. Prices, how- 
ever, remained fairly steady in sympa- 
thy with the Savannah market, which 
underwent few changes with the official 
price quoted down to 68%c. on Wednes- 
day last, but closed at 69c. bid, with the 
tone firm. Advices from the latter point 
note that producers have withdrawn of- 
ferings ot futures. During the major 
part of the week factors at Savannah 
carried over stocks. There is a slight 
accumulation of spot supplies, and hold- 
ers here offered parcels of machines in 
yard down to 71%c., but 72c. is being 
generally quoted, The jobbing demand 
tacked animation, as is usual at this 
time of the year, and only small lots to 
fill immediate requirements at 72@72%%c. 
for machine barrels, and %c. less for oil 
barrels, in yard, were booked. Indi- 
cations point to steady and probably 
higher prices in the near future, 

KROSINS.—The undertone to prices 
showed firmness throughout the week, 
in sympathy with favorable reports 
from Savannah, where prices further 
advanced on grade G and below in re- 
sponse to a steady demand, which ab- 
sorbed all offerings. Trade in the local 
market throughout the week lacked 
animation, particularly in round lots, 
while in small jobbing parcels a slight 
improvement is noted. Holders of yard 
parcels raised prices about 5c. per 280 
Ibs., on all grades and common, and 
good Georgetown irregular gradings 
and sample rosins are being offered at 
$4.15, at which figure about 300 to 500 
bbls. changed hands. Large iron bound 
barrels, 100 per cent. gradings, were 
being held in yard at $4.25@4.30, less 1 
per cent. for common and _ good 
strained. Jobbing parcels sold fairly 
well at the usual slight advances over 
current quotations for round lots. 

TAR AND PITCH.—Little interest 
in tar is being manifested, but prices 
remain steady at $4.90 for oil barrels, 
gauging fifty gallons, in yard, at which 
figure 120 barrels changed hands.

Small spot jobbing lots are 
bringing $5@5.25 per barrel of 50 gallons.

Cardamom Cultivation in Tra- 


vancore, 


The liberal concession granted to the 
cardamom planters and ryots_ b the 
Travancore Government, through the un- 
tiring exertions of the cardamom super- 
intendent in a wholesale reduction of land 
tax has made them all jubilant. The 
only drawback in the concession is that 
it has no retrospective effect. Coercive 
measures are therefore adopted for the 
realization of arrears. A great majority 
of the gardens are therefore to be at- 
tached and auctioned for tax. It is doubt- 
ful whether there will be amy one to bid 
for this wholesale auction of cardamom 
gardens, and the result may be a large 
number of gardens lying heavily upon the 
Sirkar without cultivation or tax. On the 
other hand, if the present concessions are 
ruled to have retrospective effect, all the 
arrears could be realized and the culti- 
vation will thrive under the altered con- 
ditions. 

With the completion of the outlet roads 
the Cardamom Hills will be opened up 
and a large area of very fertile iand 
hitherto unexplored will come under cul- 
tivation and habitation. With the open- 
ing up of the Cardamom Hills by outlet 
roads, for which a sum of 10,000 rupees is 
allotted by Government, the problem of 
guarding the frontier will become all the 
more difficult. The strengthening of the 
frontier guards and a thorough reorgan- 
ization of the Cardamom Department is 
gpecesere imperative.— Malabar Daily

to regulate commerce, and that the Commis- 
sion, therefore, had no jurisdiction of the rate 
and no authority to issue any order with re- 
spect to it. This contention was rejected by 
the Supreme Court which held that if the 
Georgia Railroad participated in through traffic 
to Augusta it thereby subjected itself to the 
jurisdiction of the Commission and could not 
deny that jurisdiction with respect to other 
traffic of that character which it carried to 
Social Circle, 

‘“‘In the case before us there is no question 
of jurisdiction. The New Haven Company 
engages extensively in interstate transportation 
and these very local rates from the junction 
point to destination are generally interstate, 

“The court further held in the Social Circle 
case that the order of the Commission re 
quiring the defendants to cease and desist 
trom charging a higher rate to Social Circle 
than was charged to Augusta was lawful and 
should be enforced. It will be noticed, how- 
ever, that the complaint arose under the fourth 


Section and was that a higher charge was im- 
posed at the intermediate than at the more 
distant point. The Commission decided that 
this charge ought not to be higher and the 


court sustained that finding of fact. An order 
to cease and desist was therefore the only order 
which could be made in the premises and was 
a complete remedy for the unlawful act in 
issue. It did not require the carrier to do a 
thing which in the opinion of the Commission 
should be done, but rather to obey the express 
terms of the statute. The carrier could com- 
ply with the order either by reducing its rate 


to Social Circle or by raising its rate to Au- 
gusta, - 
“The complainants urge that the action of 


the New Haven Company is in violation of the 
third section of the act to regulate commerce, 


which provides in substance that no undue 
preference or undue discrimination shall be 
practiced between persons, localities or com- 


modities. They urge that these defendants by 
refusing to accord to the products of petro- 
leum the same privilege of through rates and 


through rates which it accords to most other 
kinds of traffic violates this provision, and 
should be directed to cease and desist from 


such violation. 


“We cannot agree with the complainants in 
this respect. While there may be a preference 
in favor of other commodities against - petro- 
leum it is not that preference which injures 
these complainants. The Commission has re- 
cently, in passing on a similar case, reached 
this conelusion, Railroad Commission of Ken- 


tucky vs. Louisville & Nashville Railroad Com- 
pany, 10 I. C. C. Rep., 173. The Louisville & 
Nashville Railroad had entered into a contract 
with the Bourbon Stock Yards of Louisville 
to make those stock yards its exclusive live 
stock depot. Subsequently the Central Stock 
Yards were erected in the city of Louisville 
upon the line of the Southern Railway, which 
connected with the Louisville & Nashville in 
the city of Louisville. The Louisville & Nash- 
ville declined to deliver-upon the request of 
its shippers carloads of live stock to the South- 
ern Railway for transportation to the Central 
Stock Yards, and the Railroad Commission of 
Kentucky began proceedings before this Com- 
mission for the purpose of compelling such de- 
liveries in case of interstate shipments. 

“It appears that by virtue of mutual agree- 
ment between all the railroads entering the 
city of Louisville certain switching limits had 
been defined within which carloads of dead 
freight were delivered by the various roads. 
The Central Stock Yards were located within 
these switching limits, and the Louisville & 
Nashville regularly made delivery of carloads 
of dead freight to the Southern Railway des- 
tined to the Central Stock Yards. One claim 
of the complainant was that that company by 
making deliveries of dead freight and refusing 
to make corresponding deliveries of live stock 
unduly discriminated against live stock in 
violation of the third section. We held other- 
wise upon the authority of Butchers & Drovers’ 
Stock Yards Company vs. Louisville & Nash- 
ville Railroad Company, 14 C. C. A., 290, 31 
U. S. App., 252, 67 Fed., 35, and in that con- 
nection said:— 


***To refuse to make deliveries of live stock 
is a hardship upon that species of traffic; to 
make deliveries of dead freight is a ‘benefit to 
that species of traffic; but the refusal to 
switch live stock does not in the case before 
us in any respeet benefit dead freight. If we 
were to fi an undue discrimination and were 
to order defendants to cease from its contin- 
uance, that order might be complied with 
either by delivering live stock or by ceasing to 
deliver dead freight. In case the latter al- 
ternative were adopted the interests for which 
the complainant stands would be in no respect 
benefited, while those persons who now do 
benefit from the present deliveries might be 
greatly damaged. It does not appear, and 
there are no means of determining, which al- 
ternative the defendant would adopt if put to 
the choice, and we should hesitate, under those 
circumstances, to make an order which might 
result, not in advantage to live stock shippers, 
but in detriment to all shippers of dead 
freight.’ 

“Bo in the case before us, the fact that the 
New Haven Company pro-rates upon other 
kinds of traffic while it denies that privilege 
to the products of petroleum does not injure 
the complainants. If the New Haven Com- 
pany were to cancel its through tariffs on other 
commodities that would in no respect benefit 
the complainants, What hurts them is the im- 
position of a rate that is too high. 

“It is said that this course of action upon 
the part of the New Haven works an actual 
discrimination against these complainants 
in favor of the Standard Oil Company, and 
that we should order the New Haven Com- 
pany to desist from that discrimination. We 
have seen that there is no discrimination in 
terms in favor of the Standard Oil Company. 
The complainants have never been refused 
the game distributing rates which that com- 
pany enjoys. If that company makes ship- 
ment from Cleveland or Pittsburg by rail it 
must pay exactly the rates which are im- 
posed upon these complainants. While the 
action of the defendant gives to the Standard 
Oil Company an advantage of very great 
value that advantage grows out of the 
fact either that its distributing rates are 
too low or that the rate which these com- 
Plainants are compelled to pay is too high. 
No finding has been made as to the distrib- 
uting rates, but it has been found that the 
rates charged the complainants are unrea- 
sonable. An order to cease and desist from 
discrimination in favor of the Standard Oil 
Company could only mean, upon the findings 
of fact in this case, that the defendants 
should accord to the complainants through 
rates. 

“We have found reasonable rates would 
be in this case accorded to the complainants 
if the New Haven Company were to apply to 
this commodity the same through tariffs 
which it generally uses; that is, give it the 
Boston rate. The final question is, therefore, 
in every view of the case, can we order the 
New Haven Company to cease and desist 
from its refusal to apply joint rates to this 
commodity? 

“If this Commission determines that a 
given rate is too high it may, according to 
its previous decision and apparently accord- 
ing to the decision of the courts, lawfully 
order a carrier to cease and desist from 
maintaining that rate. If such an order is 
sustained the carrier must put in effect some 
other rate and presumably some lower rate. 





OIL PAIN‘ AND 


Suppose now the Commission were to find the 
rate in controversy 5 cents higher than it 
ought to be and order the carriers to cease 
and desist from charging any rate in excess 
of a rate 5 cents beiow the one in eifect. 
this wouid be exactly equivalent to an order 
in terms that the carrier should not for the 
tuture exceed a rate 5 cents belew that in 
etfect, and the courts have heid that this 
order is beyond the authority of the Commig- 
sion. if now we make an order requiring 
the New Haven Company to cease and desis¢ 
trom its refusal to maintain joint rates on 
pecroleum ana its products, tnat order can 
vniy be complied with by the making of a 
joimt rate upon this commodity, it is exactiy 
equivaient to an aitirmative requirement that 
these dei:endants make joint rates. Has this 
commission authority to make that order?’ 
We think not, 

Every joint rate is a matter of agreement 
between (the. parties to it. this agreement 
must uetermine what rate shali be charged, 
what division of this rate each carrier snaii 
receive, upon What conditions the exchange 
of this tratiic and tne adjustment of these 
divisions shail be conducted. No just order 
can be made and entorced unless the author- 


ity making that order has the right in case 
the raiiways do not themseives agree, to de- 
termine tnese various questions. 

“it is said with great torce that in this 
case the New Haven Company aireaay has 
in effect joint tariffs with its connections 
applicable to most commodities and that 


there must be in effect some basis of division, 
sume agreement as to the method of ex- 
changing the trattic. It is said that until 
lsv6 the New Haven Company did actually 
apply tnrough rates to this traffic and that 
there is nothing to indicate (that the ar- 
rangements then in effect were nut satisfac- 
tory, provided the joint rate was to be con- 
tinuea. Why may not the Commission direct 
the company to apply the same arrangement 
io petroleum and its products which tormeriy 
exisced, and which now exists as to other 
commodities ? 

“ast might, perhaps, be said that the condi- 
tions surrounding the transportation of pe- 
troileum and other traffic are not the same, 
and that the ideas of the New Haven Com- 
pany may have changed in the last ten 
years. We have found, for example, that 
iv per cent. of the products of petroieum are 
of a character which renders its transporta- 
tion highly hazardous. Siace 18¥6 various 
things have occurred to emphasize the dan- 
ger of this business. The New Haven Com- 
pany might, perhaps, insist that some higher 
rate be appiied to or some special safe- 
guards thrown around this volatile and ex- 
plosive substance to which its connections 
would not agree. 

‘“TYhe question is not, however, whether the 
authority could be conveniently exercised in 
this or any other case, but whether it exists. 
Neither the power itself nor the means to 
justly exercise that power are expressly pro- 
vided for in the present statute, and such a 
power cannot be implied any more than 
could be the authority to fix a future rate. 
It has been repeatediy determined by judicial 
decision that the act to regulate commerce 
does not require carriers to make joint rates 
and that the Commission has no power to 
compel such rates. Kentucky & i. bridge 
Co. v. Louisville & N. R. Co. 2 L. R. A,, 
289, 2 Inters. Com. Kep. 351, 37 Fed. 567; 
Uregon Short Line & U, N. R. Co. vy. North- 
ern P. R, Co., 4 Inters. Com. Kep. 249, 51 
Fed. 465; Little Rock & M. R. co. v. St. 
Louis & S. W. R, Co, 2 L. R. A, 192, 4 
Inters. Com. Rep. 854, 11 C. C. A. 417, 27 
U. 8S. App. 380, 63 Fed. 775; Central Stock 
Yards Co. v. Louisville & Nashville Railroad 
Co., 63 L. R. A. 2138, 55 C. C. A. 68, 118 Fed. 
113; Central Stock Yards Co, v. Louisvilie & 
Nashville Railroad Co., 192 U. 5. 568, 48 L. 
ed, 565, 24 Sup. Ct. Rep. 33. 

“While Congress might invest the Commis- 
sion with authority to correct this wrong it 
has not done so and the complaint must be 
dismissed.”’

New Bedford’s Whaling Inter« sts, 


A correspondent of the Tribune, who 
has been ‘‘doing’’ New Bedford, writes 
an interesting letter of its former pres- 
tige as a whaling port, its transition 
to a manufacturing city and its present 
position of importance in the manufac- 
ture of cotton goods, from which we 
make the following extract:— 


Few cities in this country, the people 
say, have seen their one great occupation 
gradually die away almost to a standstill, 
remain in that state for a while, and then 
forge to the front in an altogether differ- 
ent sort. of activity, in the score of years 
that it has taken this town to accomplish 
the feat. In these two decades her popu- 
lation has jumped from 33,000 to 76,000, a 
record equaled by no other city in Mass- 
achusetts, 

Of the great fleet of four hundred whal- 
ers that sought the valuable oil and bone, 
only about twenty remain to-day. Two 
or three of these, with their massive 
planks and their trying out frames and 
vats, may be seen tied up at the wharves 
on a visit to the waterfront. But thou- 
sands of the inhabitans of the city have 
never seen one, and would not know what 
it was if they did, 

In many ways the industrial romance of 
New Bedford is unusual. So gradual was 
the change from lance to loom, from steer- 
ing oar to spindle, from barrel to bale, 
that it has been for comparatively a short 
time that the people of New Bedford 
themselves have realized the extent of the 
transformation. Almost before they were 
aware of it the waterfront was lined with 
mills, the smvoke from whose fires drifted 
daily iprouge the bare rigging of the few 
old hulks of whalers rotting at the docks. 

For twenty years and more the youth of 
America have gained from their geog- 
raphies the meagre information that New 
Bedford, once the leading whaling port in 
the world, is now interested in cotton 
manufacturing, although she retains her 
whaling interests to a large extent. That, 
however, failed to give the impression of 
New Bedford as it really is, and small 
wonder, therefore, that the New Bedford 
man journeying from home iwas always 
asked about whaling and the experiences 
of whale ships sailing from his city. Peo- 
ple were somewhat surprised that the 
smell of oil did not still cling to his gar- 
ments, and if he, being one of the younger 
generation, should declare that he had 
never been on board a whaling” vessel in 
his life, and had never seen a whaler 
come in from a voyage, laden with oil and 
ao he was set down as little less than 
a liar. 

In 1857 the whaling industry of New 
Bedford had reached its highest point. 
At that time its fleet was worth more 
than $12,000,000, and required 10,000 seamen. 
Then came the Civil War and the dis- 
covery of mineral oils. The effect of the 
former might have been overcome had 
petroleum and its products remained in 
the background, but there could be no 
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competition with the cheaper substitute 
for 1iluminating purposes, and the whaie 
fishery received its death blow. The con- 
sequences of the war gave the falling in- 
dustry another push on its downward 
path. In the 60s thirty whaling vessels 
were captured by the rebel cruisers. The 
ships and cargoes were burned, causing a 
loss to New Bedford men of $1,500,000,

Chicago Seed and Oil Market. 


Chicago, March 1, 1906. 


The flaxseed market touched some very 
soft spots this week, and at no time has 
there been any marked activity to the 
trade. The buying has been desultory 
and scattered, the crushers taking a little, 
and a few speculators coming into the 
trade with a view to picking up what 
they appesensy think is cheap seed. Ap- 
parently, both the buyers and the sellers 
are in a waiting mood. No news of any 
import from the Argentine of or from 
India has been made public to interest the 
traders, and as the receipts at the three 
domestic s continue to total up much 
heavier than they did last year, there is 
no fear that there is to be a shortage in 
the actual crop, as it will be computed by 
the total arrival for the crop year. It 
has been one of the dullest weeks in the 
trade since the close of navigation. This 
does not mean that there has been no 
buying, but that it has been so distributed 
that it has not caused any excitement. 

The indications were that the American 
gompenr were fair takers of seed during 
the week, but the company did not buy to 
such an extent that sellers saw a chance 
to boost the market. Not only has the 
American company been a buyer, but 
there has been some seed worked for ex- 
port. There were recent reports that the 
foreign buyers of seed were re-sellers of 
it, but the taking of more seed by the 
commission houses on foreign orders 
would seem to indicate that thus far the 
traders on the other side are not afraid

of the market dropping from under them. 
Had there been any very senewuring news 
from the foreign fields, news indica- 
tive of a big increase in the oo over 
the estimates already given, there might 
have been room for the belief that the 
seed market was declining through excess 
of offerings, but as it is the general opin- 
ion of the trade that the depressions were 
merely caused by the market’s own 
weight, and that there was nothing signfi- 
cant in them. There has been a decided 
weakness in the cake market this week, 
and the prospects are not very rosy for 
its immediate future, so that one outlet 
for the seed product is partially, at least, 
shut off. This, however, is offset to some 
extent by the better demand for oil, and, 
taken altogether, the seed market does 
not look much different from that of last 
week. It was long ago conceded that the 
source of strength in the trade was the 
demand from the foreigner. The domestic 
crushers, with the exception of the big 
company, bought largely of seed earlier 
in the crop year, and they did not require 
to take much more to fill their needs. The 
foreign crusher, however, with a big de- 
mand for cake ahead of him, and with 
the possibilities that both the Argentine 
and the India crops would be short, had 
to turn to the American market. He was 
no doubt a providential buyer, from the 
standpoint of the American raiser of seed, 
as without this demand from the for- 
eigner the seed market would not have 
touched the high points as it did. Whether 
the market could have been kept down 
below $1, with the European buyer out of 
the trade, is a question, and it is answered 
by most the men in the trade here in the 
negative, but there can be no doubt that 
the demand from the foreigner was the 
stimulant which the market needed just 
at the time that the inquiry began to 
assume large proportions. But it brought 
into the market an element which has not 
had much chance to exist there in the 
past few years—the speculator, and when 
the latter saw that there was a possibility 
of the market breaking, he immediately 
began to take his profits, thus accelerat- 
ing the declines which he looked for. The 
tendency of the prices for the last month 
has been downward. There have been 
sporadic recoveries, but after every rise 
there has been a settlement to a lower 
level. Just now there is no one who is 
giving. the market any strong support, 
and there is really no reason why any 
one should do so. As a matter of fact, if 
all of the crushers have not secured the 
seed necessary, they would rather have 
the market take another shoot downward 
than to see it on the upturn. The Amer- 
ican company, having evidently accepted 
the logic of the situation, or what appears 
to be logic, is in the market taking even 
more seed than the independents, and as 
this does not stimulate the market to 
any conceivable extent, there is no need 
for the shorts to worry. Some of them 
undoubtedly have made a profit by the 
breaks in prices during the last few 
weeks, but there is now no evidence to 
euppest the belief that the mild selling at 
this time is being done by the shorts. It 
is the belief that the speculators are now 
about out of the market, and that the 
way is clear for legitimate trading. There 
is spenen difference in the price of May 
seed and the price of the cash to make a 
respectable carrying charge, and this sat- 
isfles the elevator interests. Practically 
all of the cash transactions in Minneapo- 
lis are hedged in the Duluth May option 
in Duluth, it being a matter almost im- 
possible for the buyer to make a straight 
out and out purchase. Thus, as every- 
body seems satisfied, and the conditions 
on the other side of the Atlantic are not 
such as to cause any undue excitement, 
the market moves along quietly. The 
closing price of cash seed at Duluth to- 
day was $1.10%, and May $1.134%. It would 
be interesting in passing to note that a 
year ago, cash seed sold at $1.39%, and 
May at $1.374@1.39, the carrying charge 
being represented by a minus quantity.

LINSEED OIL.—There is a better feel- 
ing in the trade, and while the prices have 
not been advanced any this week, they 
have refused to follow the lowering trend 
in the seed market. The demand for oil is 
no doubt on the increase—at least the 
president indications all point in that di- 
rection. The falling off in the price of 
cake, and the generally weak market for 
that product, has had the effect of harden- 
ing the tone in oil, in the face of the seed 
break. The crushers are not at all anxious 
to rush the making of contracts, but some 
of them report that the buyers who have 
about used up their allotments of oil are 
making inquiries, and it is a fact that 
there have been a number of fair sized 
contracts made this week. There could 
not be better deliveries than at present. 
Not one of the larger buyers of oil has as 
yet asked to have his deliveries of oil de- 
ferred. The tendency has rather been in 
the other direction, as there have been a 
number of instances wherein the buyers 
have anticipated deliveries, where they 
could induce the crushers to give them 
their oil ahead of the time specified. With 
the belief general that there is going to 
be an ap 4 spring, the demand for oil is 
naturally better than it ordinarily is at 
this time of the year. Spot trade, how- 
ever, is only fair. The crushers report 
that they are able to sell spot oil, gen- 
erally in a small way, at 38c. Some of the 
contracts which have been made this week 
have been on a 37c. Chicago, basis, how- 
ever. 

LINSEED CAKE.—The market is dead. 
Demand is almost nothing. The inquiry 
from the other side is small and generally 
it is out of line in price with the values 
which the crusher sets on his cake. The 
heavy buying early in the year evidently 
filled up the buyers on the other side, and 
the outlet not being so broad as was ex- 
pected, there is something of a glut in 
cake abroad. In fact it begins to look as 
though some of the speculators on the 
other side of the Atlantic had overdone 
the buying, and that they had more of a 
load on their hands than they could carry. 
While the demand is so meager for the 
spot cake this does not disturb the do- 
mestic crushers to any extent, as theyare 
busy with contract deliveries, and there is 
little to offer before April. The buyers 
will not touch the summer deliveries for 
more than $20 per ton however, and the 
crushers find it hard to interest them at 
that price. Spot cake is nominally $25 per 
ton, Chicago. 

CORN OIL.—There is a fair demand and 
the price remains firm at $4.20. The out- 
put is rather liberal, and the buying is 
really better than the trade could expect 
at this season of the year. Makers are 
finding the cottonseed oil situation a great 
aid in the sale of corn oil, but the market 
is little affected by linseed oil conditions. 
The bulk of the sales are for export. 
though there Is still a fairly good domestic 
demand. 

LARD.—The lard market, following the 
upward tendency in other provisions. 
made gains during the week. The demand 
for hogs continued strong, and the bears 
in the provision pit had little or no chance 
to force prices down. The receipts of live 
hogs are still disappointingly small, and 
every week shows a new top for them, the 
season’s record being broken so many 
times that the advances have ceased to 
excite comment, and have come to be re- 
garded as inevitable. The trading in lard 
has not been so markedly active, but 
prices have been advanced without much 
trouble on the part of the buvers. There 
was good gain to-day, the big packers 
heine generally on the buying side, the 
Cudahy interests taking a liberal line of 
stuff. The shorts were forced by the 
stronger market to cover and thus escape 
further losses. Demand for cash lard is 
still strong. and there have been liberal 
shipments during the week. Foreign de- 
mand is not so active as it was recently, 
the stocks abroad being rather liberal, 
but there is no sign of weakening values. 
Cash lard closed to-day $7.70. Loose has

Chicago Fertilizer Market. 
Chicago, March 1, 1906. 


There is less life to the trade now than 
there has been at any other time all season. 
The quietness is due rather to the fact that the 
offerings are light than to any lack of desire 
on the part of the buyers to take hold, how- 
ever. Some of the small dealers are taking a 
few odd lots as they can pick them up, but 
the recent heavy buying by the big Southern 
makers took practically all the fertilizer that 
there was in the market. A few small packers 
are making offerings, but the big fellows are 
not inclined to let go at prices which suit the 
fancy of the small buyers. The total supplies 
on hand are very small, though some is being 
added by the operations of packers. 

DRIED BLOOD.—There is some inquiry, and 
the sellers say that if there were more offered 
it undoubtedly would sell, though there is a 
disposition on sthe part of the buyers to hold 
off for breaks in prices. There is, however, 
little likelihood that the values will suffer any 
declines for some time to come, as the packers, 
having very little, are not inclined to dispose 
of what they have. There is nothing being 
done in the line of contracting, and it is not 
likely that there will be any activity for 
another month at least and probably not before 
the first of May. The quotable price of blood 
is $2.70. 

HOOF MEAL.—The trade is practically at a 
standstill, and there is not expected to be any 
demand for this product during the balance of 
the winter season. Fortunately there is little 
offered, so that the market is in good shape to 
withstand a period of dullness. Most of the 
sellers are quoting the price nominally $2.55. 

CONCENTRATED TANKAGE.—Sellers inter- 
ested the buyers In this tankage to the extent 
that they were able to dispose of some small 
holdings, but the trade is far from active. 
Light stocks are the salvation of this trade. 
Sellers are asking $2.30, but might take less 
if they could find a good buyer. 

TANKAGE.—There is little of any particular 
grade on the market now. The high-grade 
stuff is very scarce, and the offerings of low- 
grade tankage are light. What fs on hand fs 
still held so high by the packers that the small 
buyers, who are now the only customers of the 
holders, are frightened away. The packers are 
resting on their oars and are indifferent to the 
demand of the buyers, hardly receding from 
their recent strong position. A few sales have 
been made this week to the Southern trade, and 
some to the Southeast, but this constitutes 
practically all that has been done. In a gen- 
eral way the holders are asking the following 
prices for their tankage:—Twelve and 12, $2.60 
and 10: 11 and 15, $2.55 and 10; 10 and 20. 
$2.27144@2.40 and 10; 9 and 20 crushed, $2.20@ 
2.221% and 10; 8 per cent. generally is held at 
$21 per ton, and 7 and 18, $19 per ton. 

CONCENTRATED SHEEP MANURE.—De- 
mand ts good. and all that is offered is snapped 
up readily. This is really the only branch of 
the fertilizer trade which shows any activity 
at this time. The product is kept well sold 
ahead, there being little to offer before April. 
The price is $7.25 per ton, Chicago basis.

Olive Oil Trade of Italy. 


The export of olive ofl in the past year 
is the lowest recorded in the last quin- 
quennial period. the cause being the very 
noor cron of 1904-05. In the United Kine- 
dom, to which a large portion of the yield 
was exnorted, great comnetition arose 
from the Snanish and other oils in the 
Rritish markets. Snain was, however, the 
chief competitor. Russia, usually an im- 
nortant eustomer, was only good for a 
verv small amount. 

The following table concerns the Galli- 
nol market. and is published here as the 
latest intelligence on the subfect. Giota 
Tauro, the other nrincinal oil vort of Ttalv. 
has not vet published its statistics. but 
as the eame causes affect hoth markets 
one table is always bound to reflect the 
other. and either is sufficient to guide 
dealers in the article:—

One thine is shown very clearly by the 
above table. and that is that Italy is con- 
suming more and more of her own oil at 


home; and though the fall was great in 
1905 as against 1904, this was due to the 
scarcity of the roe which caused a 

reater fall in all the other cases except 

hanghai, which shows a slight increase. 
This is accounted for by the small quan- 
tity taken at any time ; that port, show- 
ing that it can scarcely be used for indus- 
trial purposes. The oil trade has long 
been clamoring for more protection to 
aa the inferior classes of oil from other 
nations from swamping the local demands 
for Italian oil. Protection would naturally 
keep up prices at home, that is in Italy, 
and as the olive is cultivated more or less 
over the whole country, the tax is a very 
popular one. 

Stocks are very low indeed, consisting 
mainly of old oil, chiefly useful for illu- 
minating and other industrial purposes. 

The new crop, which in last July was 
calculated at about half normal, was for- 
tunate enough to secure very favorable 
weather conditions, so much so that many 
dealers were led to speculate considerably 
in futures which will probably turn out 
disappointing. It is true that the Septem- 
ber fogs and the southerly winds were in 
favor of the younger trees, and that the 
dreaded “‘olive fiy’’ scarcely put in an ap- 
pearance, but still as the manufacture 
progresses, there is room for serious 
doubts as to the ultimate result. In the 
usual course of events in normal years the 
olives begin to fall from the trees of their 
own accord toward the middle and end of 
November. This natural fall of the ripe 
fruit continues freely and _ copiously 
throughout the month of December, until 
it has all fallen and been conveyed to the 
presses and when crushed the oil is trans- 
ferred to the usual receptacles. 

This year, on the contrary, the fruit 
clung to the tree much more than usual, 
in fact, December had set in before any 
fall of olives took place, and in some cases 
the trees had to be beaten to cause the 
ripest fruit to fall. It fell slowly, a little 
at a time, and found eager purchasers to 
compete even for such small quantities, 
with the view of treating them with 
oe care, hoping to produce from them 
the finer sorts of table oil. Things went 
on in this way, and no large lots came into 
the murket at prices suitable for large 
dealers. 

Certain it is that the close of the year a 
good half of the crop was still on the 
trees, and unless this matures and falls at 
once and contrary to expectation, the 
—s outlook of July cannot be said to 

ave been vessimistic. 

Prices fell steadily but slowly from the 
beginning of the year to the end of No- 
vember, when they rose slightly in an- 
ticipation of the new crop. The Calabrian 
crop is late but fairly promising. Spain 
will not be able to compete on Italian soil, 
because on account of the failure of the 
commercial negotiations Spanish oil is 
subject to a duty of 15 lire.

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Cinchona Barks and their Culti- 


vation.* 
BY DAVID HOWARD. 


I propose this evening to give a brief 
sketch of some of the results of the cul- 
tivation of cinchona bark, and before do- 
ing so, will only venture on a mere refer- 
ence to the previous history of the cin- 
chona barks and to the chemistry of their 
alkaloids; for the former I would refer 
anyone interested in the subject to the ad- 
mirable work by Sir Clements Markham, 
entitled ‘‘Peruvian Bark,’”’ and for the 
latter to Leger’s admirable monograph, 
“Les alcaloides des Quinquinas.” 

Quinine and its cognate alkaloids have 
hitherto only been found in the barks of 
the genus cinchona and the allied genus 
remgia. These are only found in a limited 
zone of the eastern slopes of the Andes, 
and nothing was known to Europeans of 
their medicinal properties till some time 
after the Spanish conquest. It is not cer- 
tain whether the indians were aware of 
them, but if they were, they concealed 
their knowledge from their conquerors. In 
1638, the wife of the governor, the Count 
of Chinchon, being very ill with malarial 
fever was cured by the administration of 
a hitherto unknown remedy, and she took 
great pains to introduce its use in Europe, 
and hence the name of the genus which 
purists spell Chinchona. 

The chemistry of these barks! was inves- 
tigated by Dr. Gomes, a Portuguese, who 
isolated cinchonine in 1816, and in 1820 
Pelletier and Caventou isolated quinine, 
and the alkaloid has since then taken the 
place of the bulky powdered bark that 
was formerly employed in medicine. The 
later investigations into the properties 
and relations of the various cinchona al- 
kaloids opens up so wide a subject that I 
will not attempt to go into it, especially 
as I have very little that is unpublished to 
add to the stock of knowledge. 

From that time the use of cinchona 
bark and quinine in medicine steadily in- 
creased, and as the collection of the bark 
was in the hands of ignorant Indians who 
never thought of planting trees to replace 
those cut down, district after district was 
denuded of the trees, and there was every 
prospect of most inefficient supplies if not 
of extinction of the genus. 

In British India there was not only a 
great demand for quinine, but climatic 
conditions very similar to those on the 
Andes, and the government wisely deter- 
mined to set about the introduction of the 
cinchona into the country. It was no easy 
matter, the bark collectors arguing rightly 
enough that if the bark was cultivated 
elsewhere their occupation would be gone, 
and any one who was even suspected of 
an attempt to carry off plants or seeds 
went in neril of his life. Underterred by 
these difficulties, Sir Clements Markham 
and his coadjutors arranged exneditions 
into the districts from which the most 
valuable species were procured, and after 
adventures, far more interesting than

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those of a novel, succeeded in bringing 
home plants in ardean cans and seeds 
of various species, specially of the suc- 
cirubra and officinalis, 

It all sounds very easy, but to get the 
plants alive to the coast, to keep them 
alive on the voyage to England, and again 
through the Red Sea _ was a triumph of 
skill and patience. When they reached 
India, they were cultivated with infinite 
care and skill at Darjiling, and on the 
Himalayas. At the former place the gov- 
ernment were fortunate in securing the 
services of a Scotchman named Maclvor, 
who nursed them as only a Scotch gard- 
ener van, The cultivation prospered and 
spread to other districts of India and Cey- 
lon, and for 10 or 15 years the greater part 
of the quinine supply of the world was 
obtained from India and Ceylon. 


The cultivation of these barks under 
such skillful management has thrown 
light on many questions as to the forma- 
tion of alkaloids in these barks. Samples 
of wood and leaves of the trees were 
carefully examined for the alkaloid, but 
none was found in either; it seems there- 
fore, that the elaboration of the alkaloids 
takes place solely in the downward course 
of the sap. Further, that the peroceeaee 
of alkaloid constantly increases in the 
bark from the twigs to the ground, and 
certainly in the less flourishing tree the 
root bark is richer still. Another curious 
point is shown by such analyses, namely, 
that the root alkaloid invariably contains 
more of the dextrogyrate alkaloids, quin- 
idin and cinchonine, than the bark of the 
same tree above the ground. 


Another point of great interest that has 
been made very clear is, that the more 
tlourishing a tree is the more alkaloid it 
will produce, and the result of cultivation 
has been to produce bark yielding 10 per 
cent. or even more of alkaloid; this is 
three or four times as much as was found 
in the average wild barks of commerce. 
I remember that the first 5 per cent. bark 
I tested, astonished me so much that I at 
once repeated the analysis, thinking that 
my weighings must have been wrong. To 
obtain such results as these, however, it 
is necessary to have the best varieties as 
well as healthy trees. The yield from 
trees growing side by side, all from the 
same cultivation, of the same seed, in the 
same soil differs very widely, and a great 
number of analyses of individual trees 
showed by the irregular incidence of good 
and bad tests that the variation must be 
in the trees and not in the conditions of 
growth. +t 

* * * By the application of various 
manures to these trees, it was shown that 
such manures as increased the apparent 
vigor of the trees increased their alka- 
loidal yield, and that for this purpose ni- 
trogenous manures were the best. 


I may mention that for the purpose of 
these analyses, the trees were not cut 
down, but strips taken from them at the 
same height above the ground. 

As the wood of the trees is of little or 
no use, a system of bark collection was 
adopted in India and Ceylon, similar to 
that by which cork is obtained. In this 
country, if a portion of the bark is taken 
from a tree, nature makes an attempt to 
heal over the wound, but the process is 
capricious and often fails, but in hot 
climates it takes place much more freely, 
provided always that the cambium is not 
damaged. Of course, the partial removal 
of the bark must be longitudinal, ringing 
a tree will kill it even in the tropics. 


The plan successfully introduced by 
Maclvor was as follows:—Incisions were 
made down the trees about an inch apart 
and of any convenient length, the enclosed 
strip being carefully cut across at the top 
and bottom, the strip was pulled off and 
dried, a strip of bark was then left un- 
touched, and then another strip taken and 
so on all around the tree, which was then 
wrapped round with moss to keep off the 
sun and air, and in an amazingly short 
space of time the cambium poured out sap 
which formed bark all over the wound, 
not only at the side as we so often see in 
this country. The next year the strips 
left on the tree, or a rtion of them, 
could be similarly treated, and the second 
or third year the renewed bark could be 
taken off and the same process of healing 
would take place. A similar process has 
also been treated by cutting shavings off 
the trees with a spokeshave, but though 
involving much less labor, it is less ef- 
fectual, as it is most difficult to cut deeply 
enough into the bark to ensure the process 
of renewal without damaging the cam- 
bium. 

The renewed bark gives very interesting 
results, it is in the first place richer in al- 
kalcid; this is not surprising, as it has 
always been found that the alkaloids were 
chiefly contained in the cellular tissue of 
the bark, not in the fibrous portion, In 
some barks, these two structures are very 
distinct, and there is no difficulty in cut- 
ting them apart. The renewed bark shows 
little or no sign of fibrous growth, and is 
almost entirely cellular. 

But not only is the quantity of alka- 
loid greater, but the quality is very differ- 
ent. The species which lend themselves 
best to this treatment are the succirubra 
and officinalis; both these and especially 
the succirubra yield, from the natural 
bark, large percentages of cinchonidine. 
In the renewed bark the proportion of cin- 
chonidine is very muc iminished as 
compared with the quinine, sometimes al- 
most disappearing. This result is curi- 
ously different from the changes in the re- 
lative proportion of alkoloid found in the 
root; there the dextrogyrate alkaloids in- 
crease as against the levogyrate, here the 
less oxydized lcevogyrate alkaloid in- 
creases as against the more oxydized. It 
is difficult to imagine that one changes 
into the other, if Pasteur’s formula were 
correct, and the difference were only in 
the oxygen, that might be, but it is evi- 
dent that the difference is much more 
fundamental. 

Another’ point of interest was the study 
of hybrids. The inflorescence of the cin- 
chonas lends itself greatly to hybridiza- 
tion owing to the fact that the flowers, 
though having both stamina and petals 
are of two forms, sometimes the one, 
sometimes the other. of the organs being 
prominent, and thus fertilization must 
take place from another flower by the help 
of insects. 

Many hybrids were produced, but it is 
unfortunate that no accurate records are 
available of the exact circumstances of 
the crossing. It was difficult if not im- 
possible to learn which species was the 
seed bearer. One bybrid, known as “ro- 
busta,” was specially interesting, its 
growth was even more luxuriant than 
that of the parent succirubra, while the 


yield and purity of the quinine approxi- 
mated to line calisaya. 

A great deal more would doubtless have 
been learned put tur the fact, disasuous 
tor British india and Ceylon, tnat tne cul- 
livaluon of cincnona in these regiuns 
ceased to be profitabie. in oid days tne 
unlit price, i. e., the cost of eacn percent- 
age OL quinine in @ pound of bark varied 
Irum dd. lO 4s. At od. tne Cultivation in 
tne Sritisn plantations was spienaidiy 
prolitavie, but the indian Governinent was 
not tme Only One that perceived ‘this im- 
porlance OL Cincnona Cuitivation, 

ine Vutch nad, early on, rigntly guessed 
ihat Java altoraed an ideal nome tor the 
Cuillvalion OL cinchona, and great etforts 
were made tv Obtain plants or seed. At 
first, though the piants were obtained 
they were, either by accident or on pur- 
pose, 4 coliection of species very interest- 
4ng no doubt to the quinologist, but ut- 
teliy Valueless as a source OL vaiuabie al- 
Kaloid, 

At ijast, an English merchant named 
Ledger, living on tne West Coast of 
aimerica, Obluined, by the help of an 
indian gamed Manuel, a packet of seeds, 
largely trom one magnificent tree; when 
Manuel went home again the cascerilleros 
lound out wnat he hau done and murdered 
oim,. 

‘nese seeds were sold by Ledger, half 
to riuisnh india and halt to the Dutch 
Governinent; he received, 1 think, £50 
trom each, all of which he gave to tne 
widow of poor Manuel. The British hait 
Was somenow or otner mismanaged, and 
at any rate no success was obtained in 
ine cultivation, ‘he Java portion gave 
very different results. 

in the skiliful nands of the managers of 
the government gardens the plants throve 
wonderfully, and were managed with most 
admirable skili. The barks of individual 
trees were analyzed, and only those which 
gave high tests were allowed to flower; 
tne seed from these were cultivated in 
spots far away trom other plantations, 
and the same weeding out of the inferior 
plants repeated. ‘he result has been won- 
derful. The richest bark from South 
America, such as, no doubt, Ledger's seed 
came from, yielded up to 4 per cent. of 
quinine alkaloid; we now find in the Am- 
sterdam sales, whole parcels of bark giv- 
ing 10 per cent, of quinine alkaloid. Where 
the piant finds room for it, it is hard to 
guess. lt is a curous question—what use, 
if any, the alkaloid is to the life of the 
tree. The alkaloid is only produced in 
favorable soil and environments, and at 
high elevations. The trees may appar- 
ently tiourish at low elevations or in hot 
nouses, but in those circumstances the 
yield of alkaloid is very small. It is clear 
that the fault is in the circumstances noi 
in the trees, for some of the richest of- 
licinalis bark in the Nilgiries was obtained 
trom trees which were the offsprings of 
trees grown from the cuttings sent out by 
my uncle, J. E. Howard, I. R. §., from 
plants grown in England. These mother 
plants out-grew his hot houses, and had 
to be cut down; their bark contained but 
little quinine. 

The wonderful strain of calisaya, called 
after Ledger ledgeriana, was eagerly cul- 
tivated with all the Dutch skill in garden- 
ing, and now the yield of ledgeriana bark 
from Java is about 12,000,000 pounds per 
annum. I hear of dividends of #0 per cent. 
from plantations in Java, and Ledger got 
nothing. 

“Sic vos non vobis festis aratra boves.”’ 

In the rich deep soil of Java the trees 
flourish marvellously and sprout so freely 
from the root that coppicing, instead of 
the laborious process of renewing, is uni- 
versally adopted. In six years the plan- 
tation begins to yield, and may go on for 
many years. 

Now as it is cheaper to grow 6 to 10 per 
cent. bark in Java than 2 to 5 per cent. 
bark in British India, it is not wonderfui 
that the English planters were beaten out 
of the field, and the Dutch planters, by 
growing more than the market could pos- 
sibly stand, and recklessly competing in 
their efforts to sell, got the price down 
to 0.4 of a penny per unit. They were pro- 
foundly convinced of the wickedness of 
the quinine manufacturers of the world, 
but learned their lesson, and by allowing 
the demand to overtake the weapon, got 
the unit up to 2d. Over production again 
followed, and the price is down to 1d. and 
falling still. 

A good deai of “hybrid’’ bark is sent 
from Java without very clear intimation 
of its origin, it gives a sporting interest 
to the analysis, as one never knows if it 
will turn out as calisaya or succirubra, 
and bark is also sent as succirubra which 
from its test must be robusta. Another 
very interesting study is given us by the 
grafted bark of which a good deal has 
been grown, ledgeriana, being grafted on 
a succirubra stock; this “enten baast’’ 
generally gives excellent tests, but lately 
some of the plantations seem to have 
worn out and the root bark has been sent 
over; it is most interesting to find that 
this gives exactly the test of succirubra 
root, and ‘“‘enten wortel’” and ‘“enten 
baast”’ are as different as the bark of the 
stock and the bark of the graft originally 
were. This shows that there is no trans- 
ference of the alkaloid from the above 
downwards; that the descending sap can- 
not carry the alkaloid as such, but that 
the stem and the root each elaborate 
after their own kind, 

The success of the Dutch in knocking 
out all their rivals, and it must have re- 
quired the doggedness of a Hollander to 
hold on, even in Java at 24% cents, has pre- 
vented other plantations of cultivated 
bark having the success they deserve. 

We receive, however, cultivated calisaya 
from the Andes, and some wonderful cul- 
tivated ‘‘soft Colombian bark’ has lately 
been brought to London. The cultivation 
in Jamaica is only a question of price, 
and we get the very richest succirubra 
bark from West Africa, but as people do 
not take quinine for enjoyment because it 
is cheap, but-only. when they want it, the 
supply now seems to have but little to do 
with the demand. * * * It is true that 
the reduction in price from 10s. to 10d. 
has increased the consumption to ten 
times what it was 40 years ago, but now it 
is difficult to imagine that anyone now 
goes without quinine on account of its 

rice. 

Pie synthesis of quinine has always 
been hitherto an unattainable aim. It has 
been frequently attempted, and I believe 
that to one such attempt we owe the in- 
vention of aniline dyes; even the change 
from one alkaloid to another has only 
been effected in one case. It used to have 
a pecuniary as well as. scientific attrac- 
tion, but, from the commercial standpoint, 
can we hope to beat nature with her 
synthesis of 10 per cent. ledgeriana?

General Method for the Synthesis 
of Aldehydes. 


(From the French of M. F. Bodroux, Communi- 
cation to the Academie des Sciences.) 


In a previous communication I have 
shown that the action of orthoformiate of 
ethyl on aromatic organe-magnesian com- 
binations in ether solution gives rise to al- 
dehydes. As the yield diminishes in pro- 
portion as the condensation in carbon in- 
creases, I have operated at a higher tem- 
perature for the purpose of remedying it. 
I have sought for solvents for organo- 
magnesian combinations. These solvents 
having to be free from action upon them, 
cannot be taken from the class of hydro- 
carbons, and I have found that the only 
ones suitable are those of the benzenic 
series. The preparations have been made 
in toluenic solutions. To the organo- 
magnesian combination prepared in ether 
solution I add, for an atom-gram of mag- 
nesium employed, 150 grams of perfectly 
dry toluene, and distill on the water bath, 
to drive off the ether not combined. When 
the distillation has ceased, I have a very 
fluid liquor (except in the case of the 
bromide of alpha naphthyl-magnesium, 
which assumes a form in mass), of which 
the temperature is about 100 deg. C., and 
in whieh [ let fall, drop by drop, the 
orthoformiate of ethyl. As the quantity of 
the organo-magnesian combination formed 
is never theoretic, on account of secondary 
reactions, produced in the Grignard pro- 
cess, I employ a weight of orthoformiate 
varying between two-thirds and _ three- 
quarters of the molecule, according to.the 
case. 

An energetic reaction occurs, the liquid 
boils, and the oxide of ethyl is distilled. 
When the introduction of the ortho-ether 
is terminated, I stir the mass, and after 
repose for half an hour, treat it with 
dilute chlorhydric acid. he supernatent 
liquid is decanted, washed and dried. It 
contains the aldehyde sought for, either 
alone or mixed with varying proportions 
of its ethylic acetal. To destroy this acetal 
I eliminate the toluene and il for an 
hour the products of the operation with 
sulphuric acid diluted with four times its 
weight of water. The aldehyde formed is 
isolated in the state of bisulphitic com- 
bination. If the aldehyde has a rather 
high bolling point I commence at first by 
shaking the toluene with a solution of 
sodium bisulphite, and then, after decan- 
tation, I drive off the solvent. Afterward, 
the residue is boiled with sulphuric acid

PETROLEUM MARKET. 


Saturday Noon, March 3, 1906. 


The reports from the older producing 
sections have been meager during the 
past week, and apparently there has 
been a lull in development operations. 
Fewer completions have been reported, 
and these make a very discouraging ex- 
hibit. The percentage of failures to find 
oil has been larger than during preced- 
ing weeks, while only a few of what 
may be classed as good wells are in- 
cluded in the list, most of the wells 
showing oil being small pumpers, It is 
apparent that the new production falls 
far short of making good the decrease 
in the output of the older wells, and 
further decrease in the total production 
results. The summary of operations 
during the past month shows no im- 
provement over the results during the 
month preceding, and although a num- 
ber of large wells have been reported 
which gave hope that considerable ad- 
dition would be shown to the produc- 
tion, they have added little as they de- 
creased rapidly, soon settling down to 
the average of the wells in the dis- 
trict where located. There have been 
a number of extensions to productive 
territory reported during the past 
month, and it was stated that much 
new work ir those sections would be 
the result, but it appears that thus far 
none of these extensions has proved 
important, and no hopes are enter- 
tained that a pool or even prolific ex- 
tensions will be established. There is 
little disposition to indulge in wildcat 
operations, and only as indications are 
thought to be favorable are locations 
made beyond what are regarded as de- 
fined limits. From the mid-continent 
fields the reports indicate but little 
slackening in development work and 
the conditions there improve slowly, 
the stocks increasing steadily, while 
the deliveries show no gain. From 
Texas the reports show steady decline 
in production, but in Louisiana there 
has been an increase. Prices remain 
unchanged, but an effort is said to be 
under way on the part of some of the 
Texas producers to force the price to 
50c., though what means they propose 
to employ to bring this about has not 
been made clear. 








Refined and Products. 


The demand for refined for export 
during the past week has shown little 
improvement, but the slow export 
movement is believed to be only tem- 
porary as conditions abroad show no 
change, the present lull being attrib- 
uted to the position of the tank fleet, 
most of the steamers being either on 
the other side or en route. Conditions 
in Russia are given by our correspond- 
ents, whose communications will be 
found below. The engagements for ex- 
port during the past week foot up 
about 150,000 bbis., all for shipment in 
bulk. The price for barreled oil has 
remained steady at 7.60c. for New York 
loading and at 7.55c. for Philadelphia 
loading. The principal foreign markets 
are steady. The quotations to-day by 
cable were:—Antwerp, 19%f.; Bremen, 
6.35m.; London, 6@6%d., and Liverpool,

6%d. Freight rates are firm at 2s.@2s. 
3d., hence to London and at 2s, 3d.@3s.

sel. Home trade lots have been in ac- 
tive request and are firm on the basis 
of 10c, for 150 deg. water white from 
tanks and 138c. in barrels, 

Cases for export have been in light 
request and sales of about 50,000 have 
been reported. The price of plain tops 
has been steady at 10.30c. Freight rates 
are firm.

Russian Petroleum Position. 


The general position in Batoum remains 
quiet, with very little change. There are re- 
ports that one or two case factories may- be 
opened during the next month or two, but so 
far there is nothing definite. The position at 
Baku still remains quiet, and work is going 
on slowly. The Baku market has an upward 
tendency, and crude is very firm, being 26 
copecks (154c.), while kerosene has gone up to 
33 copecks (19.7c.). 

The quantity of crude received by the re- 
fineries does not appear to be large. Although 
crude production for the first half of January 
was 15,000,000 units, a great part of this was 
due to fountains and not to baling production. 

The export trade has been very small and 
several steamers have had to go away without 
full cargoes. It appears that the pipe line, a 
little time ago, was willfully cut, and a con- 
siderable quantity of kerosene was lost in this 
way. No kerosene has yet been pumped direct 
to Batoum by the pipe line. 

The price of residuals is very high, namely 
29 copecks (17.3c.), proving that the demand is 
still very large, as compared with the supply. 

The telegraph wires are working regularly, 
and the position generally seems to be im- 
proved, but it will probably take some time 
yet, even if the present quiet continues, before 
the export trade can possibly resume anything 
like its normal condition.

War on Prop. Meds. in Canada.

A. C. Pratt, M. P. P., has in course of 
preparation a bill to be introduced at the 
Ontario Legislature this session, for the 
purpose of protecting the public against 
the poisonous and destructive preparations 


put up by certain proprietary medicine 
companies. Upon investigation Mr. Pratt 
says he has ascertained that in many in- 


stances the preparations sold are of a 
most injurious character, while they are 
made out of the cheapest acids and 
charged for out of all proportion. 

One of the stipulations of the bill will 
be to compel companies to print the for- 
mula on the outside of the wrapper, and 
that samples of preparations must be 
sent to the provincial analyst to be ap- 
proved before being submitted for sale. 

Mr. Pratt has had a large number of 
American preparations examined and 
analyzed, and some of them, he says, have 


been found to be very harmful, in fact 
more so, he adds, than the Canadian 
product.

A New Method for the Susanne, 


tive Determination of Acetone.* 
BY Ss. J. M. AULD, PH. D., A. I: C. 


The content of acetone in wood-spirit 
and crude acetone is frequently required 
for technical purposes by varnish makers, 
wood distillers and others. 

The methods at present employed for 
the quantitative determination of acetone 
are on the whole unsatisfactory, the con- 
version of acetone into iodoform being 
generally employed for its estimation. 
Either the iodoform is directly weighed 
after extraction with ether as in the 


method generally attributed to Kramer, ! 


or the excess of iodine is titrated with 
sodium thiosulphate in presence of starch. 
A third method devised by Squibb, and 
improved by Kebler. gives satisfactory re- 
sults, but is exceedingly cumbersome, no 
less than five special solutions being re- 
quired. (See this J., 1897, 168, 569.)

The use of fodoform for quantitative 
work is open to several objections, espe- 
cially in the older and more general method 
of procedure in which it is itself weighed. 
Iodoform is very volatile, some loss by 
evaporation being caused even at ordinary 
temperatures. It is also decomposed to a 
a certain extent by the oxygen of the at- 
mosphere when exposed to sunlight, with 
the formation of iodine, carbon dioxide 
and water. This action can frequently be 
observed when estimating acetone by the 
gravimetrie method, the residue left after 
complete evaporation of the ethereal solu- 
tion very often having a distinctly brown 
shade. te}e 

A volumetric method for the estimation 
of acetone has been worked out depend- 
ing on the formation of bromoform and 
its subsequent hydrolysis with alcoholic 
potash. The hydrolysis is generally ex- 
pressed as follows:— 

CHBr; + 83KOH + C.H;,OH = CO + C.H,+ 
8K Br-+3H,0, but it is more probably 
3CHBr, + 9KOH + C,H;,OH = 8CO+C,H,+ 
9K Br + 7TH,O, it a been shown by 
Hermann and Long that exactly three 
volumes of carbon monoxide to one of 
ethylene are evolved. 

The residual potassium bromide is esti- 
mated by means of standard silver nitrate 
solution. 

Bromoform is specially suitable for this 
purpose for several reasons. It is very 
readily formed by the action of bromine 
and potash on acetone, and, although very 
volatile in steam, it is not liable to loss 
due to its own evaporation. Further, its 
high molecular weight and large percent- 
age of bromine conduce to accurate re- 
sults, 58 grs. of acetone being responsible 
for the formation of 357 grs. of potassium 
bromide. 

The method of carrying out the analysis 
is as follows:—A known quantity of the 
solution to be tested, containing acetone 
to the extent of 0.1 to 0.2 grm., is pipetted 
Into a 500 c.c. round bottom flask, diluted 
with a little water, and mixed with 20-30 
c.c. of a 10 per cent. solution of caustic 
potash. The flask is connected with a 
long reflux condenser, and is also fitted 
with a drooping funnel containing a solu- 
tion of bromine in potassium bromide (200 
germs. of bromine and 250 germs. of potas- 
sium bromide to 1 litre of water). The 
bromine solution is allowed to flow into 
the mixture until it has acquired a faint 

yellow tinge, the flask and its contents 
then heated on the water bath at about 
70 deg. C.-for half an hour. Bromine 
solution is added drop by drop until the 
slight coloration is permanent, excess of 
broniine being got rid of by boiling for a 
minute or two with a little more caustic 
potash. The mixture is then distilled un- 
til the distillate is free from bromoform, 
halogen being tested for in the usual 
manner, Water is added to the contents 
of the flask if necessary. It may be here 
observed that no acetone can be detected 
in the distillate by means of the mercuric 
oxide test, and free bromine is also ab- 
sent. The condenser having been washed 
out with a little alcohol in order to remove 
any traces of bromoform which may have 
collected, the distillate and washings are 
mixed with 30 c.c. of alcohol and sufficient 
solid caustic potash to make an approxi- 
mately 10 per cent. solution. The mixture 
is then heated on the water bath under a 
reflux condenser until the bromoform is 
completely decomposed. This generally 
occupies about three-quarters of an hour. 
The liauid is allowed to cool, evaporated 
to smaller bulk if necessary, and exactly 
neutralized with dilute nitric acid. It is 
then diluted with water to 500 c.c., and 
aliquot parts titrated with N/0 silver 
nitrate solution, using potassium chro- 
mate as an indicator. Two hundred and 
forty parts of bromine correspond to 58 
parts of acetone. 

The complete analysis can be performed 
in 1% to 2 hours. Some of the results ob- 
tained by this method are quoted below:— 


1. Three c.c. of a solution containing 9.61 per 
cent. acetone gave 1.7850 gr. KBr. Acetone 
found =9.66 per cent. 

Ten’ c.c. of a solution containing 0.96 per 
cent. acetone gave 0.5847 gr. KBr. Acetone 
found =0.95 per cent. 

#8. 0.5 c.c. of a solution 
cent. acetone gave 1.460 
found =33.8 per cent. 


The method is suitable for the estima- 
tion of acetone in wood spirit, the spirit 
being diluted to 10 times its volume and 5 
c.c. of this solution employed for the de- 
termination. Results of the same stand- 
ard of exactness as those quoted above 
can be obtained. 

The formation of carbon tetrabromide 
from the bromoform cannot be urged 
against the process, as by the above pro- 
cedure any appreciable excess of free 
bromine is avoided. It is imperative that 
the bromine employed should be pure, as 
sate bromine frequently contains bromo-

Japanese Iodine, 


In view of the large demand for iodine 


and iodides, and the keen interest which 
has been shown in the market since the 
substantial reduction at the close of last 
year, it is interesting to know exactly 
what inffuence Japan is likely to have in 
the near future. Judging from a letter we 
have received from Yokohama this week, 
which sheds some interesting light on the 
position of iodine in that country, we 
should say the prospects are for a larger 
vutput this year than ever. It appears 
that during the Russo-Japanese War, 
when the price of crude iodine was ad- 
vanced to 1014d. per ounce, Japan strained 
every nerve to increase her production 
ind with success, as the price was tempt- 
ing. Thus, not only did she keep pace 
with her brisk home demand for iodoform 
and potassium iodide, but she found her- 


self with a larger surplus than usual for |

We understand the actual exports last 
year will be greater than is shown in the 
above table, as certain parcels were 
shipped as ‘‘drugs”’ or ‘“‘chemicals.’’ When 
the iodine syndicate reduced its prices in 
December to 6d. for iodine and potassium 
iodide to 8s. 6d., the Japanese makers 
practically withdrew from the export mar- 
ket, and at the present time potassium 
‘iodide meets with a ready sale in Japan at 
the parity of 9s. 3d. per pound, the con- 
siderable reduction in European prices 
having affected the price to the extent of 
about Is. per pound only. The three larg- 
est makers of iodides in Japan, who 
usually keep a stock of about 10,000 pounds 
to 20,000 pounds on hand, are quite outside 
the control of any combination. Indeed, 
they eagerly compete with each other in 
their endeavor to secure the largest quan- 
tities of the crude iodine. The chief kelp- 
producing districts in Japan are the prov- 
ince of Shima and the island of Hokkaido, 
but nearly all fishing districts produce a 
little. The industry is therefore more or 
less scattered along the coast of Japan, 
and is in the hands of many small pro- 
ducers, from whom the three largest firms 
procure their supplies. The annual pro- 
duction of iodine in Japan at present is 
estimated at about 200, Ibs., of which 
about 70,000 pounds is consumed there. As 
long as the price is low and unremunera- 
tive, the fishermen temporarily cease to 
eut and burn the seaweed, turning their 
attention to more profitable business; on 
the other hand, when the prospects im- 
prove and prices advance, they are busy 
again. It will thus be seen that the 
iodine syndicate has an exceedingly di f- 
cult task in fighting against the Japar ‘se 
producers, and we doubt if ever it w'': iba 
possible to stifle this native industry.— 
Chemist and Druggist.

Saturday Noon, March 3, 1906, 


Since the month opened there has 
been a decided increase in the general 
distribution of the heavy chemicals for 
prompt and early spring delivery. The 
bulk of the transactions have been in 
alkali and caustic soda for delivery 
over this and 1907. Brimstone is in 
limited stock at the various ports for 
prompt, but sufficient stocks are on 
way to meet current wants. Arsenic 
is irregular, with more pressure to sell 
recent arrivals, Blue vitriol, while not 
higher, is firmer in all positions, Cream 
of -tartar and tartaric acid are firmer 
with tendency upward. Oxalic is 
scarce on the spot and prices are high- 
The other light chemicals and 
acids are all meeting with the usual 
seasonable demand, with few changes 
to note, as detailed below. Later mail 
advices from Liverpool say:— 


The market for heavy chemicals is steady, 
but without much animation. Soda ash is in 
fair request at usual range as to destination. 
For tierces nearest values may be called about 
as follows:—Leblanc ash, 48 per cent., £4 12s. 
6d.@£5 10s.; 58 per cent., £5@6 per ton, net 
cash; ammonia ash, 48 per cent., £4 5s.@£4

Soda crystals are quietly steady at generally 
£3 7s. 6d. per ton, less § per cent. for barrels 
or 7s. less for bags, with special terms for a 
few favored quarters. Caustic soda is firm, but 
fresh business reported is only moderate. We 
quote:—Sixty per cent., £8 15s.; 70 per cent, £9 
15s.

The Candle Industry 
In reply to inquiries from a manufac- 
turer of candle-molding machinery in 
this country, Consul-General Roosevelt, 
of Brussels, makes the following re- 
port:— 


IN BELGIUM. 

The use of candles is gradually disap- 
pearing even in remote districts of the 
country, where petroleum is now in very 
general use. In large towns and import- 
ant cities candles and petroleum have 
been superseded by gas and electricity. 
The condition of the industry is not good, 
which is principally attributed to the 
high prices of raw material. 

Although the use of candles for do- 
mestic illuminating purposes is declining, 
there still exist in Belgium three im- 
portant manufactories of candles. 

Materials used here in the manufacture 
of candles are stearin, stearic acid and 
paraflin. Important quantities of church 
candles, short, medium and very long, 
simple and decorated, are also manufac- 
tured in Belgium. About nine-tenths of 
the general output is exported. Thus it is 
shown that without the export trade the 
manufacture of candles in Belgium would 
be practically abandoned. 

Candles are molded by machinery. The 
machines are of German, French and 
English origin, the German-made machine 
predominating. The capacity of machines 
in use here vary from 80 to 400 molds. 
Average daily production is about 35,000 
pounds for each factory. 

Machines for molding candles are manu- 
factured by Albert Boevey, 20 Rue St. 
Marie, Moleenbeek, Brussels. The price 
of a machine for molding grooved candles, 
not including pewter molds, is 1,150 francs 
($221.95). Pewter molds weigh from 50 to 
70 kilos (110 to 154 pounds), and sell from 
6 to 7 francs ($1.16 to $1.35) per kilo (2.2 


sions. The price of machine without molds 
for molding plain candles is 750 francs. 
Pewter molds sell at 5 to 6 francs per 
kilo. 

The total importation of candles into 
Belgium during the year 1904 was as fol- 
lows:—General commerce, 2,156,074 kilos 
(4,743,368.8 pounds); special commerce, 400,- 
653 kilos (581,436.6 pounds). The total ex- 
portation of candles the year 1904—Gen- 
eral commerce, 6,193,804 kilos (11,426,368.8 
pounds); special commerce, 3,438,383 kilos 
(7,564,442.6 pounds). 

IN ITALY. 

Consul Nash, of Venice, thinks, ma- 
chinery for manufacturing candles can 
be sold in Italy if proper methods are 
He writes:— 


The candle industry in the Venetian 
provinces is a comparatively important 
one. The statistics for the port of Venice 
show that the exportation exceeded the 
importation by about $210,000 in the calen- 
dar year 1904. Large quantities are also 
shipped to other parts of Italy, of which 
there is no official record. Altogether IL 
think the field a fair one for exploitation 
by manufacturers of candle-making ma- 
chinery, although it is a positive fact that 
the rapidly extending use of electricity, 
even in small villages, correlatively re- 
duces the more primitive methods of il- 
lumination. 

The largest manufactory is situated at 
Mira and an idea of its importance may 
be gathered from the value of its exporta- 
tion of crude gylcerin, which to the United 
States alone amounted to nearly $95,000 for 
the twelve months ending June 30, 1904, 
This plant is the only one which I know 
to be cquipped with very modern ma- 
chinery. 

In regard to your idea of establishing a 
mai! campaign in order to increase export 
tirade, my views agree with those of most 
other consuls in Italy, vis., it is a waste 
of tune and money to send catalogues, cir- 
culars, ete., to interest Italian buyers. 
The only practical way to extend sales is 
to place the sample directly before them. 
Probably % per cent. of the vast amount 
of advertising matter sent from America 
is immediately consigned to the waste 
paper basket. As a general proposition it 
may be said that, in order to compete suc- 
cessfully with Germany and England, 
goods should be shipped for payment on 
delivery, or against a small deposit. The 
language to be used in correspondence is 
Italian or, as a substitute, French.

IN NEW ZEALAND. 

Vice - Consul - General Bachelder, of 
Auckland, furnishes these facts about 
manufacture and consumption of can- 
dles in New Zealand:— 

In the year 1900, which is the last time 
separate figures are available for the 
manufacture of candles, the output for 
the whole of New Zealand was 2,989,280 
pounds, valued at $307,235. The quantity 
and value of candles imported into New 
Zealand for the year 193 was 3,042,053 
pounds, valued at $273,967. The number of 
candles and soap works in the colony in 
1900 was 24 and the number of hands em- 
ployed in same was 232. The wages paid 
for the same period amounted to $93,350. 
The machinery used in the manufactories 
in New Zealand is imported principally 
from Cowles, of London. Most of the 
candles are machine made, the materials 
used being wax and stearine. There 
would be considerable difficulty in intro- 
ducing new machinery here unless new 
works were contemplated, which, so far 
as I can ascertain at present, is not the 
case. The machinery in use is principally 
imported from England. Candles to the 
value of $61,480 were imported from the 
United States into New Zealand during 
the year 194. 


Oil Seeds in British India. 


The final general memorandum on 
the Sesamum crop of the season 1905-06 
has now been issued by the Director- 
General of the Commercial Intelligence

under sesamum in British India (exclud- 
ing Bengal, from which no report is as yet 
available) is returned at 2,922,300 acres, 
which includes 700,000 acres (in the United 
Provinces) on which the crop is inter- 
spersed with others. At the same date 
last year the total was 2,783,800 acres, of 
which 600,000 represented the United Prov- 
inces ‘“‘mixed”’ crop. To the unmixed 
area as above stated is to be added some 
934,300 acres returned by native States. 
This is about 26 per cent. less than was 
returned by them last year; but here, as 
in some other parts, favorable conditions 
lead to expectations of an increase of out- 
put, amounting in this instance to some 
9 per cent. Similarly, in British India it 
is estimated that the total yield will ex- 
ceed last year’s by nearly 17 per cent. For 
all reported areas in India (excluding 
Bengal) the total land under unmixed 
sesamum is estimated at 3,156,600 acres, 
against 3,447,800 last year, and the total 
yield (excluding that in Bengal and Hy- 
derabad) from both “mixed” and “un- 
mixed’”’ crop at 296,100 tons, against 231,100 
last year. 


The following is a summary of the pro- 
vincial reports. The figures in parenthesis, 
following the rame of each province, in- 
dicate what percentage of the total area 
under sesamum in British India is ordi- 
narily cultivated in the province named:— 


The British districts of Bombay (8.4 per 
cent.) and Sind (2.8 per cent.) report the 
total area sown to be 400,300 acres, which 
is 6,700 acres, or 1.3 per cent. in excess of 
last year’s area. The native States (in- 
cluding Baroda) report 503,100 acres, as 
compared with 484,000 acres for last year, 
an increase of 19,100 acres, or 4 per cent. 
Though the crop in Gujarat and Khandesh 
suffered through deficiency of late rains, 
the season there has, on the whole been 
fairly satisfactory. Elsewhere in Bombay 
the failure of September rains entirely de- 
stroyed the crop in many places. In Sind 
the inundations was favorable and the 
crop yielded fairly well. The total yield 
for Bombay and Sind is estimated to be 
105,200 tons (38,600 in British districts and 
66.600 in native States). This is less than 
half the yield obtained in 1903-4 (223,900 
tons), but is about 81 per cent. in excess 
of last year’s yield (58,000 tons). Of the 
total yield this year 78 per cent. is con- 
tributed by Gujarat, 12 per cent. by Khan- 
desh, and 6 per cent. by Sind. 

Central Provinces and Berar (26.1 per 
cent.).—The totalarea is now reported to be 
884,000 acres (778,000 in the Central Prov- 
inces and 106,000 in Berar), which is about 
1 per cent. smaller than last year, and 15 
per cent. less than the average of the 
preceding five years. Until the middle of 
September the early crop promised well, 
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but heavy rain in the latter half of that 
month, followed in places by cold mists, 
caused deterioration. Insects also dam- 
aged the crop in some localities. Where 
resown after the heavy rain of Septem- 
ber in properly cultivated land, the out- 
turn of the late crop will be little below 
normal, but a large area ‘was not resown, 
and will produce a poor crop. In Berar 
drought damaged the crop and the out- 
turn will be poorer than in the Central 
Provinces. The total yield, however, is 
estimated to be 76,400 tons (66,900 in the 
Central Provinces and 9,500 in Berar), 
which exceeds last year’s yield by 10.7 per 
cent. 

Madras (10.9 per cent.) now reports 514,- 
000 acres under sesamum in raiyatwari 
villages up to the end of December, an in- 
crease of about 18 per cent. (77,000 acres), 
as compared with the corresponding date 
of last year. It also exceeds the averages 
for the five and ten years’ periods by 2 
and by 4 per cent. respectively. The rain- 
fall was seasonable for sowing but is now 
in defect, and the crop, which is in poor 
to fair condition, is estimated to give 59 
per cent. of the normal! yield. 

United Provinces.—The area under sesa- 
mum sown unmixed in the United Prov- 
inces (6.7 per cent.) is reported to be 278,- 
200 acres, which is 25,900 acres, or 8.5 per 
cent. less than last year’s area. Deficient 
rainfall in the latter half of July some- 
what restricted the sowings. The rainfall 
in August and September was, on the 
whole, light, and October was entirely 
rainless. The injury from drought has 
proved greater than was anticipated. The 
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yield of the unmixed crop is estimated at 
17,500 tons, as compared with 13,900 tons 
last year, an increase of 26 per cent. The 
area and yield of sesamum sown mixed 
with other crops, mostly for home con- 
sumption, is roughly estimated at 700,000 
acreas and 45,000 tons respectively, as com- 
pared with 600,000 acres and 35,000 tons last 
year. 

Panjab (5.3 per cent.) reports the area 
to be 146,000 acres, which is 7.6 per cent. 
less than last year’s area (158,000 acres). 
The shrinkage is entirely on irrigated land 
on which sesamum was displaced by cot- 
ton. The season was, on the whole, un- 
favorable for sowings owing to deficient 
rainfall in July; and two months’ drought 
resulted in a general failure of the unirri- 
gated crop in the Delhi division, and in 
poor or moderate outturns in other tracts. 
rhe rainfall of September, although bene- 
ficial, came too late. The crop also suf- 
fered from floods in riverain tracts. The 
general result is an outturn of only 13,900 
tons, as compared with 16,000 tons last 
year, a decrease of 13 per cent. 

Hyderabad reports 431,000 acres under 
sesamum, as compared with 780,000 acres 
last year, or a decrease of about 45 per 
cent., which is attributed to unfavorable 
season in the Aurangabad district, where 
an unusually large area was cultivated in 
the preceding year. In parts of this dis- 
trict the kharif (autumn) crop has been 
a great failure; in other districts the crop 
is generally fair to good. The outturn is 
estimated to be 51 per cent. of a normal 
crop, as compared with 45 per cent. last 
year.

Petroleum Producers and the Rail- 


roads, 


Washington, March 2, 1906. 

The Tillman-Gillespie-Campbell resolu- 
tion calling upon the Interstate Commerce 
Commission to investigate the relations of 
the railroads of the country with the 
oo producers has passed _ both 

ouses and the inquiry will speedily be 
undertaken by the commission. The sub- 
ject is one that has attracted much atten- 
tion in all parts of the country, especially 
in connection with the measures pending in 
Congress providing for the extension of 
the federal control of freight rates. 

The presentation in the House of the 
Campbell resolution, described in this cor- 
respondence last week, caused indepen- 
dent oil producers in many sections to ad- 
dress their Senators and Representatives 
urging its adoption and suggesting not 
only that the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission be given power to prevent dis- 
criminations against small producers, but 
that petroleum pipe lines be declared to be 
common carriers and thus brought under 
the jurisdiction of the commission. A 
memorial of the Independent Refiners’ As- 
sociation of Titusville, Pa., was addressed 
to President Roosevelt and the members 
of the House and Senate on the 20th ul- 
timo, in which a plea was made for legis- 
lation that would enable oil producers to 
secure equitable treatment at the hands 
od the railroads. This memorial is as fol- 
ows :— 


“At this time when the railroad rate ques 
tion is being generally discussed in hope of 
some final profitable action on the matter by 
Congress, it seems to be the duty of interested 
citizens to give such information on the sub- 
ject as they can for the use of yourself, Con- 
gress and the people to assist in showing the 
defects of the present laws and the needed 
radical changes, if full justice is intended to 
be afforded by plain law for the unprotected 
public, 

“‘As cases that are typical in showing what a 
travesty on protection is represented in the 
present method of legal procedure in dealing 
with the subject, and as making clear the need 
of guarding against nullifying or delaying 
provisions in the enactment of new rate legis- 
lation, an examination is invited of the public 
record of a group of cases instituted over sev- 
enteen years ago, whose final disposition is still 
pending. They are what are generally known 
as the ‘Independent Oil Refiners’ cases’’ 
against a number of railroad companies, and 
were first placed before the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission in 1888, In the shifting 
processes of delay they have been dragging 
from the Interstate Commerce Commission to 
the United States courts all the intervening 
years, with no finished result beyond that of 
demonstrating the sham of existing methods of 
holding the railroad companies to accounta- 
bility for the abuse of their powers, 

“Chronologic Statement.—Increase of freight 
rate on refined petroleum by railroads, Septem- 
ber 13, 1888; complaints Nos. 153 and 153 be- 
fore the Interstate Commerce Commission, filed 
December 4, 1888; complaint No. 163 before the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, filed Janu- 
ary 30, 1889, hearing by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission May 5, 1889; decision by 
Commission against railroad for unjust dis- 
crimination (5 I. C. C. Rep., 415) November 14, 
1892; rehearing granted by Commission (6 I. 
Cc. C. Rep., 52), October 19, 1893; decision by 
Interstate Commerce Commission, awarding 
reparation to refiners (6 I. C. C. Rep., 378), 
October 22, 1895; proceeding instituted by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission before the 
United States Circuit Court declining jurisdic- 
tion of reparation claims on its equity side, 
July, 1897; question of unjust discrimination 
still pending at present time (82 Fed. Rep., 
192), February, 1906; decision on the law side 
of United States Circuit Court on damage 
claims in favor of refiners, May, 1902; judg- 
ments rendered by United States Court, Feb 
ruary, 1903; judgments set aside by the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals (137 Fed. Rep., 
843), May, 1905; on appeal to the United States 
Supreme Court, February, 1906; after over 
seventeen years the increased rate still in ef- 
fect, the railroads continuing to refuse to obey 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, Febru- 
ary, 1906. . 

“The main cause for these complaints may 
be stated briefly, as follows:—From the years 
1881 to 1885 the public railroad freight rate 
on refined oil, in barrels, from the Pennsyl- 
vania oil regions to New York harbor for ex- 
port was from 35 to 39 cents per barrel. 

“From 1885 to September’13, 1888, the rate 
was 52 cents per barrel, and a very large 
volume of business was being done at that 
rate. 

“On September 13, 1888, the rate was ad- 
vanced to 66 cents, a wholly prohibitive tariff. 
The only reason given by the railroads for this 
advance is stated in a letter written by_the 
president of the Pennsylvania Raltliroad Com- 
pany to the shippers, dated August 27, 1888:— 
"The advance of rates has been in accordance 
with the methods prescribed by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission for charging for the car- 
riage of oll, and against which we protested. 
I regret extremely that any advance in the 
rates for the transportation of oil which has 
been forced upon us by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission should work harshly upon 
your inierests.’ (Petitioners’ Exhibit No. 15.) 

‘He also said of this advanced rate:—‘I did 
nut want to do it; I would rather have it re- 
main.’ (Testimony, p. 537.) 

“The head of the freight department of the 
New York, Lake Erle & Western Railroad 
Company wrote, under date of October 11, 
1888 :— 

“ ‘The present (increased) tariff on ofl was 
agresd upon at a conference between the 
principal trunk lines immediately after the 
decision of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion in ths Seofield case in order to strictly 
comply with the law, as ordered by the Com- 
mission.’ (Petiiioners’ Exhibit No. 20.) 

“About November 24, 1888, the Interstate 
Commerce Commission issued a public state- 
ment:—‘Retank and barrel rates on oil’ (2 In- 
terstate Cob. Rep., 245). in which they notice 
that these new increased rates had been made 
on oil and that the railroads had stated that 
they were made ‘in accordance with the direc- 
tions of the Interstate Gommerce Commission.’ 
The matter was explained at length, including 
a personal interview with the president of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, in which he ‘was un- 
derstood to say that the motive in making the 
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(increase) change was not a dissatisfaction 
with the former rates.’ The Commission in clos- 
ing said:—‘It is nevertheless obliged to say 
that the assumption on which the railroad cir- 
culars (making the increased rates) have been 
issued is not well founded. The Commission 
has made no decision applicable to the Penn- 
svlvania Railroad Company which would re 
quire an advance in rates. The circular ir 
open to the construction that something done 
or said by the Commission requires or justl- 
fies an advance in barrel rates. This is not 
the case,’ 

“It was fully expected after this notice that 
the former rates would at once be restored, 
and they were by the New York Central Rail- 
road, by published notice of December 1, 1888, 
that the ‘rates on oil will be the Same as 
before September 3.’ But, on December 5, 
1888, they were again advanced; the general 
traffic manager, writing to the refiners and 
shippers under date of December 4, 1888, said 
that when the advanced rate was canceled 
and restored to the old rate, ‘we had con- 
ferred on the subject with the other railroad 
companies interested, and we now find that 
our action is not concurred in by them.’ 

“Complaint was therefore made by" the ship- 
pers to the Interstate Commerce Commission 
December 4, 1888. The president of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad when asked to explain why 
the rates had not been restored after the no- 
tice of the Commission that the advance had 
not been caused or justified by any action, 
direction, or order of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, replied:—‘That was their view of 
the case, but it was not shared in by us.’ (Tes- 
timony, p. 542.) 

“The extortionate advance, under these in- 
excusably insulting and arbitrary circumstances 
was made now over seventeen years ago, and, 
hard as it may be for the general public to 
believe, remains still in force, though the com- 
plainant petitioners to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission have used every legal avenue for 
relief and reparation with the utmost diligence 
and business care on their part. What is the 
result after these seventeen years? That par- 
ticular barrel traffic is entirely lost to the 
railroads. Of the original shippers many are 
dead, some dying bankrupt and some now liv- 
ing insolvent, because the awarded reparation 
damages for overcharge have not been paid 
to them; many have gone out of the business, 
with loss and disgust, who entered it expecting 
the Interstate Commerce law would protect 
them from the old-style railroad outlawry of 
rebates, over-charges, and favored shippers. 
The survivors, who never dreamed that this 
law could be used to destroy instead of to 
protect their business, have carried on this 
just claim for equity and reparation at an 
extraordinary expense, and now feel, after over 
seventeen long years of struggling and waiting, 
not as near justice as when the Commission 
issued its circular of November, 1888. 

“The nominal ownership of several of the re- 
spondent railroads has changed several times 
since then, and this fact is claimed as their 
legal release from all liability. A railroad can 
ipparently destroy a shipper’s business, then 
change its name, reorganize or cancel leases, 
and escape all responsibility. This lawyer's 
snarl, coupled with the decision that the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission had not present- 
ed this plainly unusual, destructive and inex- 
plainable advanced rate complained of as an 
‘umreasonable and unjust’ fact, so shown by the 
evidence taken before them, as understood by 
us as laymen or business men, why the United 
States Circuit Court decided in May, 1905, in 
favor of the railroads and against the Commis- 
sion. The only business question, involved 
cleared of the fog made by railroad lawyers, 
being whether this destructive advance of 14 
cents per barrel, made from a long-established 
rate of 52 cents to 66 cents, and an increase 
which the railroads themselves declared they 
did not want to make, was, as a matter of 
fact, an ‘unreasonable’ rate, and could be so 
shown unmistakably to the United States court 
by the Commission. 

“This matter involved a very large amount 
of money and claims against other railroads 
besides the ones complained of, the shippers, 
having large. long-time contracts, continuing 
to ship at the prohibitive advance for somes 
time thereafter, fully expecting under the ex- 
traordinary circumstances and the notice of 
the Commission, that the old rates would be 
restored and the advance refunded. As was 
confidently expected, the Commission did, after 
a long delay, decide the rates unreasonable and 
awarded reparation: but the railroads again re- 
fused compliance with the Commission's views, 
und the shippers have received no relief to this 
time, though, as the records show, more than 
seventeen years have elapsed since this ar- 
bitrary railroad action. 

“The Interstate Commerce 
thus been powerless to relieve this shameful 
situation themselves or through the assistance 
of the United States courts. What equity Is 
there in a ‘judicial view’ delayed until the in- 
jured parties die or their business is destroyed 
lone before relief comes, if ever? There is 
nothing complicated in these cases. The fore- 
going is not a prejudiced private view, but !s 
1 plain statement of untangled facts, easily 
revified from the public records. These ship- 
ners have been jammed in a disastrous wreck 
for more than seventeen years between. the 
railroads and the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, and the most radical railroad advo- 
vate of non-interference with railroad rate- 
making could not insist that the law as it now 
stands has given the survivors anything like 
1 ‘fair chance’ or a ‘square deal.’ 

“All of which is respectfully submitted.’’ 


The

Commission has 


Tillman resolution, as amended by the 
Committee on Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce, so as to provide for a thorough in- 
vestigation of the relations of the railroads 
with the petroleum industry, has a direct bear- 
ing upon the complaint of the Titusville re- 
finers. When called up in the House, Repre- 
sentative Townsend, of Michigan, who present- 
4 it fer consideration, explained its object as 
follows :— 

“This resolution is the result of what is be 
lieved to he the conviction of a large portion 
of our public, as reflected by the Congress, 
that some of the great interstate carriers in 
the United States are, through various ways 
and means, inflicting what seems at least to 
be a wrong upon the American pneonle. The 
committee is not always moved by the com- 
nlaint of every individual who seeks to expose 
his woes to the public for its sympathy, but 
when complaints come in such a manner as 
‘omplaints in this case have come, it is felt 
that it is the duty of the Congress to ex- 
amine the complaints whether thev are vio- 
lations of existing law. and, third. whether any 
new legislation on the part of Congress is 
necessary. 

“This resolution, as originally 
into the House by the gentleman from Texas 
(Mr. Gillesnie), provided for the investigation 
of the methods of carriers of bityminovs coal 
The resolution introduced into the Senate of 
the Tinited States by the Senator from South 
Carolina (Mr. Tillman). provided not onlv for 
the inveetigation in reference to bituminous 
oal, but as to all other nroducts, The, gen- 
tleman from Kansas (Mr. Campbell), who has 
been active in looking after the interests of bis 
peovle, presented to the committee facts tn 
support of his resolutien which warrant the 
investigation as to oll. The committee felt that 
inasmuch as there were specific charges in 
reference to coal and oil it wae the part of 
wisdom to extend the investieation to those 
nroduets. The Interstate Commerce Commisston 
has been intrusted with this duty, first, he 
cause the very nature of its duty places the 


introduced

information naturally within its grasp. It has 
been carrying on an investigation in reference 
to anthracite coal and is about to undertake 
the investigation as to oil. It is expected that 
this investigation will be prompt, speedy and 


effectual. 

“It is not necessary that I should take the 
time of the House in recounting matters 
which members already know. It is sufficient 
for me to say that the original old-fashioned 
notion which prevailed in this country since 
the time carriers were first instituted and up 
to a few years ago was that the interstate 
carrier was authorized, was chartered, to do a 
specific work, which was the work of a com- 
mon carrier, and that meant equal terms to 
all. Now it has been charged, and I think 
with sauthority, that there is, through inter 
corporate ownership of railroad stocks, a con- 
trol which precludes fair treatment to the peo- 
ple in certain cases, 

“It has been disclosed, in fact, that many 
of the officers of the coal carrrying roads are 
officers of other carriers, and through them 
the product is taken from the mine to the 
market. It must necessarily stand as a fact 
that when carriers are so combined, and es- 
pecially when you add to that fact that many 
of these carriers actually own the coal and the 
coal flelds, as is alleged in this case or in the 
cases presented, that they will necessarily 
use discrimination, that thereby they will 
tend to monopoly, and those necessities of life 
—coal and oil—will be enhanced in their price 
to the consumers, who are thereby injured. 
It is also alleged on what seems to be gvod 
authority that where the roads themselves do 
not own the coal mines and the coal which 
they carry that their officere or men allied 
with them do control an interest in them. 
Now, I do not say that all of these alleged 
conditions are unlawful. I don’t know whether 
they are or not. I know that certain States 
have passed laws prohibiting carriers from en- 
gaging as merchants. I contend that it is 
against public policy for any public carrier to 
become a dealer in the products which it hauls; 
but if it is not the law of the land, then cer- 
tainly if the alleged conditions are found to 
exist thie Congress should be placed in a po- 
sition of knowledge in order that it may enact 
a law which will cure these defects, if de 
fects they are found to be. 

“Mr. Speaker, without attempting to go into 
detail, but believing that this is a question 
which should be submitted to the Congress and 
by it to somebody with authority and ability 
to investigate, I am pleased to report that the 
committee has presented unanimously thie reso- 
lution for the consideration of the House, 
which should pass unanimously.” 


A brief but animated debate followed 
Mr. Townsend’s statement, after which 
the resolution was passed without a dis- 
senting vote or even the formality of a 
roll call, 

_The movement to bring petroleum pipe 
lines under the jurisdiction of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission was set on 
foot in the last Congress. Early in the 
present session Representative Hearst, of 
New York, presented a bill for this pur- 
pose and during the past week Repre- 
sentative Rhinock, of Kentucky, intro- 
duced a measure that has attracted much 
attention. Its text is as follows:— 


“Be it enacted, etc., that all persons, firms, 
associations and corporations operating any pipe 
line or lines for the transportation or convey- 
ance of oils or other liquids from one place 
in any Territory of the United States to any 
other place in the same Territory are hereby 
declared to be common carriers and shal be 
subject to the provisions of an Act entitled ‘An 
Act to regulate commerce,’ approved February 
4, 1897, and all acts amendatory thereof, in so 
far as same can be applied. 

“Sec. 2. That all persons, firms, associations, 
and corporations operating any pipe line or 
lines for the transportaton or conveyance of 
oil or other liquids from one State or Terri- 
tory or the District of Columbia into any other 
State or Territory or the District of Columbia 
are hereby declared to be common carriers 
engaged in interstate commerce, and shall he 
subject to the provisions of an Act entitled 
‘An Act te regulate commerce,’ approved Feb- 
ruary 4, 1897, and all acts amendatory there- 
of in so far as same can be applied.’’ 


In explanation of his bill, Mr. Rhinock 
gave out the following formal interview:— 


“T am certainly of the opinion that the 
pipe-line companies are as much common car- 
riers as are the railroads which carry oil by 
different methods. These pipe-line companies 
have their lines seattered through every State 
where oil is produced. In some instances wells 
are forty, fiftv, sixty mles away from a rail 
road line, and the owners are absolutely at 
the merev of the pipe-line company. 

“The oil stores in tanks is of no value un- 
less it can be delivered to the refiners. Tn- 
derstanding this, and the large cost attached 
to hauling oil great distances over mountainous 
country. the pipe-line companies give the pro- 
ducers the ovportunitv of accenting whatever 
mrice they fix, or going without a market. 
The producers are compelled to accept their 
firnres, 

“These pine-line companes not only handle 
their own product. but are in the onren mar- 
ket for the purchase and transnortation of such 
il products as are found within their territory. 
This creates a monopoly of the most absolute 
character. 

“There can he no competition under such con- 
ditions Producers are compelled to accept 
nrices arhitrarilv fixed, and refiners are sn- 
rlied with ofl at such ouotations as the nine 
line comnanies determine, or they are dented 
anv supnly at all, accordine to the whims 
an’ eanrice of the carrying company. 

“T am confident these Ines are common car- 
riers Mv bill corrects the evils that have 
crown ont of this svstem of oil distribution bv 
rutting the nine-line companies on the same 
mlace of eommor carriers that transport mer- 
chandise fn cars.’’ 

The Interstate Commerce Commission 
will begin work under the Tillman-Gilles- 
nie-Camphell resolution in the course of a 
few davs and it is understood that at least 
a preliminary revort will be made to Con- 
gress during the present session.

Railroads’ Interests in the Petro- 


leum Industry. 


Washington, March 2, 1906. 


The question as to whether the railroads 
of the country mav proverly be inter- 
ested, directly or indirectiy, in the oil in- 
dustry, either in the way of buvine or 
selling oil or as owners of oil proverty. 
will be brought to a sharp issue in the 
Senate when the Henburn bill providine 
for the extension of federal enontro! of 
freight rates is taken up for discussion 
The subiect is one of much importance 
and will share the attention of the Senate 
with the issue as to whether railroads can 
with propriety be owners as well as car- 
riers of coal. 

The adontion bv Congress of a. foint 
resolution instructing the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission to investigate the rela- 
tions alleged to exist betwéen certain rail- 
road companies and certain branches of 
the petroleum industry is described else- 
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where in this correspondence. The Presi- 
dent has since signed the joint resolution 
and the Interstate Commerce Commission 
has undertaken the inquiry. Whatever 
information may be obtained, ft is doubt- 
ful that it will be made to appear that 
there has been any violation of law, al- 
though under a decision of the Supreme 
Court, recently handed down, the pro- 
priety of a common carrier having an 
interest in the commodities which it con- 
veys is seriously questioned. 

That there may be no question with 
regard to the law on the subject and that 
common carriers shall confine themselves 
to the business of transporting passengers 
and merchandise, Senator Clay, of 
Georgia, has drafted an amendment to 
the pending Hepburn bill which adds a 
new section to the interstate commerce 
law as follows:— 


“Sec. 25. That it shall be unlawful for 
any common carrier subject to the Interstate 
Commerce Act to engage, directly or indirect- 
ly, in the business of buying and selling coal 
or coke, oil or oil properties, or to promise, 
pledge or lend its credit, money or other prop- 
erty or thing of value to another, either natural 
or corporate, engaged in such business. It 
shall be unlawful for such common carrier or 
carriers engaged in interstate and foreign 
commerce to in any manner own, control or 
have any interest in coal lands or properties 
or oil lands or properties. It shall be unlaw- 
ful for the officers of the carrier companies 
aforesaid, or any of them, or any person or 
persons charged with the duty of distributing 
cars or furnishing facilities to shippers, either 
directly or indirectly, to engage in the bust- 
ness of buying and selling the properties de- 
scribed in this section. It shall be unlawful 
for any common carrier herein defined, either 
directly or indirectly, to monopolize or attempt 
to monopolize any part of the trade or com- 
merce in coal or oil or traffic therein among 
the several States, or with foreign nations, or 
to limit or attempt to limit, control or attempt 
to control, directly or indirectly, the output 
of coal mines or the price of coal and oil fields 
or the price of oil. Said carriers herein de- 
scribed shall not discriminate against shippers 
or parties wishing to become shippers over 
their several lines, either in the matter of the 
distribution of cars or in furnishing facilities 
or instrumentalities connected with receiving, 
forwarding or carrying coal or oil, as afore- 
said. Provided, That nothing herein shall pre. 
vent such carriers from purchasing such arti- 
cles for their own consumption. Any railroad 
corporation or officer or agent thereof who 
knowingly and willfully violates any of the 
provisions of this act shall, for each and every 
such offense, be guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction shall be imprisoned in the pen- 
itentiary for a term of not less than one year 
or more than three years. Every violation of 
this section shall be prosecuted in any court 
of the United States having jurisdiction of 
crimes within the district in which such viola- 
tion was committed or through which the trans- 
portation may have been conducted; and when- 
ever the offense is begun in one jurisdiction 
and completed in another it may be dealt with, 
inquired of, tried, determined and punished in 
either jurisdiction in the same manner as if 
the offense had been actually and wholly com- 
mitted therein.’’ 

Under an agreement reached in the 
Senate the Hepburn bill will be taken up 
on March 9 and made the “unfinished 
business,”’ which will result in its continu- - 
ous discussion until disposed of. During 
the debate Mr. Clay’s amendment will 
doubtless receive its full share of atten- 
tion and a_vote will be taken upon it 
before the Hepburn bill is passed, 
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The Palm Oil Industry of South- 
ern Nigeria. 


The West African Section of the Liver- 
pool Chamber of Commerce has lately re- 
ceived from the Colonial Office a very in- 
teresting report on the subject of the de- 
velopment of the trade in palm kernels 
exported from Southern Nigeria. The 
author of the report is Mr. C. A. Birt- 
whistle, holder of the newly-created West 
African post of Commercial Intelligence 
Officer. Mr. Birtwhistle states that when 
touring the Cross River he came to the 
conclusion that in that district palm ker- 
nels were not worked to anything like 
the extent they might be. On going into 
the comparative export returns for Lagos 
and Southern Nigeria, he found that if 
the output of kernels in the protectorate 
had borne the same ratio to oil as in 
Lagos, the exports would have shown an 
increase of one million sterling per 
annum, 

The figures taken from the Annual 
Colonial Reports, 1901-1903, show that 
Lagos (for the three years) exported a 
total of 196,201 tons kernels, and 11,716,252 
gallons oil, or 60 gallons oil to the ton 
kernels. Southern Nigeria’s totals for the 
same period were:—182,341 tons kernels, 
37,335,144 gallons oil, or 205 gallons oil to 
the ton kernels. Had the kernels been 
worked in Southern Nigeria to the same 
extent as in Lagos, the protectorate ton- 
nage for the three years would have been 
625,000, instead of the 182,341 tons actually 
shipped. In 1904 the ratio of oil to kernels 
in Southern Nigeria was as 182 to 1, an 
improvement, but still giving only one- 
third of the Lagos yield. The High Com- 
missioner points out, however, that most 
of the oil manufactured in the inland por- 
tions of Lagos is consumed locally or ex- 
ported to the interior, so that the dis- 
crepancy between the two sets of figures 
quoted by Mr. Birtwhistle is in some de- 
gree thus accounted for. 

In_ forwarding Mr. Birtwhistle’s report, 
the High Commissioner says the fact that 
a large portion of the palm kernels of 
Southern Nigeria is not exported has been 
frequently pointed out. ‘The export, 
however. is increasing rapidly, and that 
increase will be hastened by the extensive 
clearing of the waterways now going on, 
the construction of good roads into the 
interior, the multiplication of inland sta- 
tions where European officers are sta- 
tioned, and—this is the most important— 
the establishment of centres in the in- 
terior by European merchants for the 
purchase of produce direct from the pro- 
ducers. There is no doubt that an endér- 
mous trade in palm _ kernels will be de- 
veloped in Southern Nigeria, and that at 
present kernels to the value of over a 
million sterling rot every year on the 
ground. There are large areas within 
which not even the oil in the outer husk 
is extracted, except what is required for 
local consumption by the population.”’— 
Commercial! Intelligence.

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Determination of the Water Con- 


tent in Petroleum Reservoirs, 
BY J. GRUSZKIEWICZ. 


Probably seldom, if ever, has one sought 
to directly measure the water to be found 
in crude oil reservoirs, notwithstanding 
that a determination of the same would 
often be desirable. Here I have not in 
mind the entire quest of water con- 
tained in the crude oil, but merely that 
quantity which collects on the bottom of 
the reservoir. 

If the crude oil separates with difficulty 
from the water, as, for example, that 
from Boryslaw, then the somewhat gen- 
erally accepted view that the water may 
be in a position to collect into a sort of 
water nest suspended in the crude oil is 
too far fetched and is in contradiction to 
the fundamental laws of nature. In such

DEXTRINE.—Corn dextrine is well 


| maintained at the prevailing quotations 


of last week, $2.65 in bags and at $2.90 
in barrels. The market remains steady 
at 6@7c. for imported potato and at 5% 
@6c. for domestic potato. 

GAMBIER.—The gambier situation is 
scmewhat steadier, and recent arrivals 
have been well distributed. The Gha- 
zee’s arrival with 525 tons makes dock 
goods available at 4.15 in 10-ton lots. 
Store goods are well maintained at 
45%, @4%c. 

INDIGO.—Calcutta sales of vegetable 
indigo are proceeding quietly, but 
higher values are being realized. Cable 
advices gave the public sales of vege- 
table indigo in Calcutta last week as 
follows, in chests:—France, 50; London, 
130; Trieste, 60; Germany, 30; America, 
70. This brings the total shipments so 
far this season, as follows, in chests:— 
France, 293: London, 870; Trieste, 540; 
Germany, 165; America, 280. The total 
amount of the market to date is 19,000 
maunds, against 29,000 maunds to a 
corresponding date last year. The 
average value this season is 127 rupees, 
against 90 rupees in 1905. The current 
basis for synthetic is 18@20c., as to 
quantity and terms of sale. There is 
no quotable change in the vegetable 
indigo to be noted over that of last 
week. 

NUTGALLS. — Blue Aleppo galls 
show no quotable change this week, 
values being well sustained at 25c. for 
spot goods. Spot stocks are reported 
to be practically in the hands of one 
dealer, and there seems to be little pros- 
pect of early relief from this high 
level by reason of arrivals. The mar- 
ket for Chinese galls is without 
change, but values steady at 14@14%c. 

PRUSSIATES. — The yellow. prus- 
siate situation remains unchanged, 
prices ranging from 14@14%4c. There 
is a limited demand, and transactions 
are of small proportions. 

STARCH.—No late change has oc- 
curred in corn starch, prices remain- 
ing on a basis of 1.85¢. in bags, and 2c. 
in barrels for pearl. 

TAPIOCA AND SAGO FLOUR.— 
Confirmation of advices of short crops 
through damaging floods in the East 
Indies tend to give a higher tone to 
the market and several dealers are 
quoting 2%@3%c. Stronger views are 
also maintained for Sago flour, which 
is firmly held at 1.85c. 

SUMACH.—The market remains firm 
and quotations are well maintained at 
$49@51 for the No. 1, and $44@47 for the 


cases it must be assumed that these water 
nests are greatly enlarged globular drops 
and these phenomena are explained by the 
cohesion of the particles of water, some- 
what according to the Plateau phenom- 
enon. The last mentioned physicist has 
proved, in a very simple manner, the co- 
hesion of the particles which acts in op- 
position to gravitation and also to that 
foree which impels fluids to take the 
qowest level. This experiment can easily 
9e performed if olive oil of specific grav- 
ity 0.915 is poured into a mixture of al- 
cohol and water of the same density. In 
such a case the oil is itself kept sus- 
pended in the mixture in gloubular form. 
The explanation lies in the fact that gravi- 
tation is arrested by the _ hydrostatic 
pressure (Archimedes), wherefor the inter- 
molecular cohesive power in the olive oil 
cannot be overcome. But this phenom- 
enon, clearly comprehended by us, does 
not take place under any condition if 
water is added to the crude oil or if both 
fluids are mixed with one another. The 
water in the crude oil must place itself on 
a level, but the horizontal crude oil strata 
show a different water content at different 
heights, just as one and the same stratum 
contains different quantities of water in 
certain intervals of time, and this because 
these fluids are in the condition of dy- 
namic equipoise which condition continues 
longer the more dense the crude oil is. 
This period can be shortened by heating 
the crude oil, and the reservoirs—especial- 
ly in Boryslaw—are furnished with steam 
worms. In these reservoirs the water col- 
lects on the bottom and, in proportion to 
the quantity of the same, is drawn off by 
means of a pipe especially admitted into 
the bottom of the reservoir for this pur- 
pose, 

The crude oil forced from the well into 
the reservoir is weighed in the pipe sta- 
tion with the water found therein, there- 
for after drawing the water from the re- 
servoir a crude oil condition results which 
is smaller than the original amount. Thus 
it becomes necessary for the conduit mak- 
ers and refiners to measure the water con- 
tent of the reservoir. For this purpose the 
“Patent Water Finder’ of Redwood Bar- 
ringer could serve, also the apparatus re- 
cently constructed by Engineer Mittler 
and Dr. L. Neustadt for determining the 
water on the bottom of the reservoirs and 
in different crude oil strata. The first 
mentioned contrivance consists of strips “ 
of paper covered over ‘with colored paste 
and fastened on metal. By dipping the 
apparatus to the bottom of the reservoir 
the paste is dissolved by the water and 
the paper is colored to the height of the 
position of the water. The second appa- 
ratus consists of a glass pipe inclosed in 

















a metal cylinder and furnished with a 
valve on the under end. The valve 
opens by immersing the apparatus in 


the crude oil and closes when the ap- 
paratus is upheld a while or is drawn up. 
By resting on the bottom of the reservoir 
the valve opens by means of a peg fast- 
ened to the valve and resting on the bot- 
tom of the reservoir. In this manner the 
glass pipe takes up that vertical stratum 
of erude oil which is lodged in that place. 
If water was in the reservoir we find the 
same in the glass pipe and, indeed, at the 
! same height. 

T would gladly not say a word on this 
subject if the two methods mentioned 
were really adequate. The first apparatus, 
although well thought out in principle, is 
not qualified for crude oil because the 
paper is highly colored by the crude oil 
so that one can scarcely speak of the 
discovery of a difference in color. It is 
not suitable for this reason, which is most 
important, namely because the crude oil 
covers the strips of paper and so the 
water fails in action, upon which every- 
thing depends. That this is so we can 
easily convince ourselves if we dip a 
feather or pencil with long strips of gum- 
med paper fastened thereupon into a glass 
filled half with water and half with crude 
oil. The naper reaching through the crude 
oil into the water is covered by a dark 
crude oil film. The crude oil clings water- 
tight and firmly to the paper and com- 
pletely keens it from being wet by the 
water. I have not observed the second 
apparatus in practical emplovment, but T 
do not believe that it would be suitable 
for crude oil and for the simple reason 
that one would hardly be able to find the 
border between the oil and water in the 
glass vipe, for the inner pipe is stained 
with the crude cil and made more or less 
onaque. Secondly. besides water the crude 
oil contains slime, which is suspended in 
the water. and a sufficiently accurate 
reading of the water nosition is hindered. 

IT would be glad to discover that the 
above opinions are mistaken, but if I con- 
sider beforehand that the second apn- 
naratus is scarcely suited for petroleum 
distillate it is very well adanted for draw- 
ing samples of crude oil from different 
depths for the purpose of determining the 
imvurities by means of the methods 
recognized in practice. 

The apvaratus I introduced into prac- 
tical emplovment consists of a glass nine. 
covered with a thin film of water glass 
(silicate of soda) which is colored by a 


| red aniline dye which is easily soluble in 





water and is insensible to the alkaline in- 
fluence of the silicate of soda. The glass 
pipe is from 30 c. to 40 cm. high, about 8 
em. broad and is covered within with 
paper or wadding for the purpose of better 
accentuation of the contrast in colors. 
The two ends of the pipe are soldered. 
They are fastened to an iron bar. with 
broad base cast from lead, wherewith the 
apparatus, placed in the reservoir, can 
sink right to the bottom of the same. 

At the présence of water the under part 
of the pipe is colored after a few minutes. 
After drawing out the apparatus and wip- 
ing off the glass pipe with a woolen cloth 
it is clearly seen that one part of the 
pipe is white, the other red. The color 
border is so distinct that it can be deter- 
mined*to a millimeter. 

Between this method and that of Red- 
wood-Barrfiger there is apparently no 
difference. However, the first serves ef- 
fectively for the determination of the 
water content, the latter not at all. The 
material upon which the water has to 
work here plays the deciding role, I have 
remarked that the crude oil does not 
stick to a cOvered water glass, others say 
the adhesive power is less than the pres- 
sure upwards, the pipe loses its crude oil 
covering on entering into the water and 
therefore nothing stands in the way of the 
action of the water on the water glass. 
In this case the water glass cannot be 
covered with paste or gum. By the em- 
ployment of glass instead of paper no 
capillary action takes place which corre- 
sponds to the water border gathered on the 
glass pipe and exactly like the real. Fi- 
nally a glass pipe is easily cleaned of the 
crude oil and can again be employed. The 
glass can not be replaced by any other 
material, for example any metal, because 
water glass will not adhere to the metal. 

It still remains to be remarked that the 
time required for coloring in certain de- 
grees depends upon whether the water 

lass stratum is fresh or old. In any case 
From five to ten minutes are sufficient. 

Perhaps it will not be uninteresting if 
at this opportunity I sketch the method 
as to how one can prove water and, at the 
same time, the water border in wells in 
case the necessity for the same should 
arise. For this purpose small shavings of 
easily moistened paper are saturated with 
a 1 per cent solution of phenolphtalein. 
After drying in the air place each strip in 
a sort of small receptacle which was 
previously covered on both sides with a 
solution of water glass and completely 
dried. In order to make the confinement 
closer the receptacle should be covered 
with beeswax or earth wax with addi- 
tions of colophony or ‘Venetian terpen- 
tine.’ In this manner the phenolphtalein 
paper is secure from the crude oil, and in 
case water is present the water glass dis- 
solves, wets the paper and dyes red the 

reviously white paper shavings. This 
} develops because the water glass com- 
bines with basic properties, and on the 
other side phenolphtalein in the presence 
of bases forms a colored mass, in this case 
a soda mass. With an entire row of these 
prepared shavings, the same being fast- 
ened to a cable at certain intervals, in- 
serted into the well and withdrawn after 
the expiration of from fifteen to twenty 
minutes, one can perceive from the color- 
ing of the phenolphtalein strips at what 
depths the borders between the oil and 
water lie.—Naphta.

London Linseed Market. 


Under the influence of another week’s liberal 
shipment, as per last Friday's cables, and 
(with the exception of some covering demand 
for new crop Calcutta to Hamburg) little or no 
inquiry, the market has ruled dull all the week, 
and prices have further declined 1s, 3d. to 1s. 
6d. for near Calcutta (of which there is a 
good quantity afloat for London) and 9d. for 
new crop; Plate seed is 9d. to 1s. lower, with 
very little disposition to do business, even at 
the decline. If shippers had offered more freely 
the decline would have been still more pro- 
nounced. For a steamer cargo shortly due 42s. 
7%d. Continent was accepted. Oil has also 
declined in sympathy with seed, the loss on the 
week amounting to 10s. to 15s. per ton. On 
the Continent business has been passing in 
Duluth seed shipment June-July. London has 
a good supply of seed in view, there being 
60,000 qrs. afloat from Calcutta, but for Hull 
the quantity on passage is small, although it 
is possible that some of the seed now afloat for 
orders may be diverted to that port. For the 
Continent the amount afloat is sufficient to in- 
sure fair supplies for some weeks to come, by 
which time a more definite estimate can be 
given of the result of this year’s Indian crop. 
Cables received this week state that there have 
been good rains in most districts, and although 
too late to do any good to the seed crop will 
be of benefit to fodder crops. 

The receipts at, and exports from, Argentine 
ports this week are liberal, and with the large 
stock now in sight fair shipments must be ex- 
pected for some time to come. In consequence 
of liberal shipments and small arrivals, the 
quantity afloat has increased to 735,000 qrs., or 
about the same as at this time last year. Ca- 
bles received by private firms continue to state 
that the Argentine export surplus is much 
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i Finishing Materials for Cotton, Wool and Silk 
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smaller than last year, but even if this should 
prove to be correct, there are bound to be fair 
shipments for a considerable time yet, so that 
there will not be any scarcity of supplies until 
much later'on in the year. It is difficult to 
see where any improvement in prices is to come 
from until Argentine supplies fall off, or the 
Indian crop turns out to be even worse than 
now expected, 

The shipments from the Argentine to Europe 
this week were 26,000 tons, making the total 
since Jan. 1, 119,000 tons, against 117,100 tons 
he same period last year and 170,100 tons in 

The shipments of linseed from India from 
April 1 to date amounted to 1,488,000 qrs. (Cal- 
cutta 715,000 qrs. and Bombay 773,000 aqrs.), 
against 2,950,000 qrs. last season (Calcutta 
1,842,000 qrs. and Bombay 1,098,000 qrs.), and 
2,235,000 qrs. in 1908 (Calcutta 1,465,000 qrs. 
and Bombay 770,000 qrs.). 

_From Russia and the Danube the exports of 
linseed from Aug. 1 to Feb. 10 amounted to 
445,000 qrs., against 245,500 qrs. in the previous 
year, and 472,500 qrs. in 1903-1904. 

The shipments of linseed from all countries 
last week amounted to 105,000 qrs. for the 
United Kingdom (including orders) and 94,00C 
qrs. for the Continent, together 199,000 qrs. 
(against 185,000 qrs. in the same week last 
year), making the total since Jan. 1, 361,000 
ars. to the United Kingdom and orders, and 
437,500 qrs. for Continent, together 798,500 qrs., 
against 237,000 ars. for United Kingdom and 
orders, and 637,000 qrs. for the Continent, to- 
tal 874,000 qrs. in the previous year. 

The receipts of linseed at Bombay for the 
week ended Jan. 25 amounted to 1,399 tons, 
against 1,327 tons In the previous week and 
915 tons in the same week last year. The 
total receipts at Bombay from Jan. 1 to Jan. 
25 have amounted to 4,501 tons, against 3,463 
tons in the same period last year.—Beerbohm’s 
Trade List.
